A  Messago  from  His  Honor  the  LiQatenant^Governor,  by  Samuel  Staunton

Mr.  Speaker  reported,  That  when  the' House  did  attend  His  Honor  the  Lien- 
tenant-GoTernor,  this  day,  in  the  LegislattTe  OoaneiL  Chamber,  His  Honor  was 

£  leased  to  make  a  Speech  to  both  Houses  of  the  Provineial  Legislature,  of  which, 
ir.  Speaker  said  he  had,  to  prevent  mistakes,  obtained  a  copy,  which  he  reiid  to 
4he  Honsci  as  foUoweth  : 

Bcncrable  Gentiemen  ef  the  LegUlaiive  Chtmeil  : 

OentUmen  of  the  LeyMative  Assembly  : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  see  you  once  more  assembled  to  give  your  attention 
to  the  affairs  ox  the  Province. 

I  have  witnessed  with  lively  satisfaction  tlv»  enthusiasm  with  which  His 
Excellency  the  Marquis  qf  LamSf  the  representative  of  Her  Majesty,  and  His 
August  Consort,  Her  Boyal  Highness  the  Princess  Louise^  were  welcomed  at  the 
two  chief  Cities  of  this  province,  and,  doubtless,  our  well-beloved  Sovereign  will 
appreciate  as  they  deserve  to  be,  the  feelings  of  attachment  and  of  loyalty  of  which 
our  Province  has  just  given  such  undeniable  proofs. 

Since  the  last  session,  the  works  connected  with  the  Oovemment  ftailways 
have  been  pressed  on  with  the  utmost  activity,  they  are  now  in  Aili  operation 
between  Quebec  and  EuU^  and  will  soon  be  prolonged  to  Ajflmer,  and  I  trust  will  be 
fully  completed  before  the  close  of  this  season. 

While  the  ftailways  on  the  North  Shore  of  the  Saint  Lawrence  have  received 
the  active  attention  of  the  Governiment,  those  on  the  South  Shore  have  not  been 
neglected,  and  I  am  happy  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  announce  to  you  that  the 
progress  of  the  greater  number  of  them  has  Men  most  satisfactory. 

The  advantages  which  are  sure  to  result  from  an  immediate  connection  between 
our  Bailway  system,  the  Canada  Central  and  the  other  Railways  of  the  Dominion 
are  such  that  the  construction,  with  that  view,  of  a  bridge  over  the  Ottawa  Biver, 
opposite  HM^  seemed  indispensable ;  a  contract  for  the  building  of  that  bridge 
has  been  completed  on  the  most  favorable  terms  ;  it  will  be  submitted  to  you,  and 
will,  1  have  no  doubt,  be  found  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Province  should  not  rest  satisfied  with  the  building  of  a  bridge  at  Sulh 
nor  abandon  the  proiect  of  extending  its  Bailways  to  that  part  of  tiie  County  of 
J?<mtiac,  most  suitable  for  effecting  a  junction  with  the  subsidised  portion  of  the 
Pacific  Bailway.  To  attract  to  our  Province  the  traffic  of  that  great  inter-oceanic 
line  of  Bailway  we  should  offer  the  shortest  route  to  the  Atlantic. 

After  the  sacrifices  which  we  have  made  as  well  for  the  construction  of  this 
important  link  of  the  Pacific  Bailway  as  for  the  building  of  all  our  other  Bailways 
(which,  by  opeBing  up  new  territory,  tend  to  increase  the  population  and  conse- 

auently  the  revenues  of  the  Dominion),  the  Province  of  Q^ebec  is  justified  in  hoping 
bat  the  Federal  Parliament  will  grant  some  aid  towards  lightening  the  burden 
which  it  has  sustained  in  the  execution  of  these  great  enterprises. 
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I'he  Government  of  this  Province  has  eugoeeded  In  effecting  an  amicable  settle- 
ment of  the  most  important  claims  against  the  municipalities  pledged  to  aid  the 
building  of  the  Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottawa  and  Occidental  Ejiilway.  A  measure  will 
be  submitted  t<»  you  for  legalising  certain  arrangements  entered  into  for  that 
purpose,  and  I  trust,  from  the  gooi  will  shown  by  the  greater  number  of  the:m,  that 
it  will  bo  easy  to  reach  a  satisfactory  conclusion  before  long. 

As  the  time  has  ifow  arrived  when  the  Gorernmeht  Railways  should  begin  to 
yield  some  revenue,  it  has  been  deemed,  that  the  mo^t  ei]^tual  foeans,  both  for 
reiidering  thom  as  productive  as  possible  for  the  Province,  and  for  creating  the 
necessary  traffic  for  the  roads,  would  be  to  lease  them  during  a  eertdin  number  of 
years  to  men  of  business  possessing  sufficient  capital  and  the  amount  of  experience 
essential  to  the  prosecution  of  enterprises  of  this  nature,  and  who  would  be  directly 
interested  in  the  success  of  the  Eailways.  Agreements  have  consequently  been 
entered  into,  which  will  be  submitted  for  your  approval  according  to  law.    ' 

I  have  authorized  my  Government  to  make  a  final  settlement  of  the  long 
pending  question  of  the  loan  to  the  sufferers  by  the  great  fires  at  Quebec,  the  details 
of  which  will  be  communicated  to  you. 

Since  last  session,  with  the  intention  of  aiding  the  numerous  class  of  workmen 
out  of  employment  to  withdrawfrom  the  cities  and  settle  on  the  lands  of  the  Crown, 
assistance  as  been  promised  to  some  persons  zealous  for  the  public  good,  who  pro- 
posed to  form  extensive  associations  for  thecolotiization  of  the  Country.  A  measure 
tvill  be  presented  to  you  for  authorizing  the  Government  to  make  other  arrangements 
of  the  same  nature. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  : 

In  fulfilment  of  the  promise  which  was  made,  the  strictest  econom}'  has  been 
practised  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Province  ;  -and  although  the 
Government  has  not  entirely  succeeded  in  restoring  a  balance  between  income  and 
expenditure,  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  you  will  be  satisfied  with  the  attempts 
which  have  been  made  in  that  direction  and  with  the  results  which  have  flowed 
from  them.' 

The  Budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  will  be  submitted  to  you.  It  has  been 
prepared  with  a  view  to  the  curtailing  of  every  expense  not  absolutely  necessary. 

Samrable  Gentleman  of  tlye  Legislative  Council  : 
Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  : 

You  will  be  called  upon  anew  to  consider  whether  it  is  not  opportune  at 
present  to  modify  our  oonstitution  as  regards  the  Legislative  Council. 

Measures  will  be  laid  before  you  regarding  the  organization  of  Public  Instruction, 
Licenses,  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  the  Macadamizing  of  Beads,  and  also  concerning 
Lunatic  Asylums. 

A  bill  will  also  be  srabmitted  to  you  for  enabling  the  inhabitants  of  this  Pro- 
vince to  enforce  before  a  legal  tribunal  sach  claims  as  they  may^ave  against  the 
Grown.    (Petition  of  right). 

I  pray  that  Divine  Pirovidence  may  bless  your  labours  in  such  wise  that  thej^ 
may  tend  to  secure  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  idl  the  inhabitants  of  tbis 
Province. 
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The  Honorable  Sonori  Merciert  Member  for  the  Electoral  District  of  St. 
Hyacinthe^  having  previously  taken  the  Oath  according  to  Law>  and  subscribed 
before  the  Commissioners  the  Boll  containing  (he  same,  took  his  seat  in  the  House.

Beiolvedy  That  if  it  shall  appear  that  any  person  hath  been  elected  or  returned 
a  Member  of  this  House,  or  hath  endeavored  so  to  be  by  bribery  or  any  other  cor- 
rupt practices,  the  House  will  proceed  with  the  utmost  severity,  against  all  such 
persons  as  shall  have  been  wiliully  concerned  in  such  bribery  or  other  corrupt 
practices. 

Resolved^  That  the  offer  of  any  money  or  other  advantage  to  any  Member  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  for  the  promoting  of  any  matter  whatsoever,  pending  or 
to  be  transacted  in  the  Parliament  of  the  Province  of  Quebec y  is  a  high  crime  and 
misdemeanor,  and  tends  to  the  subveraion  of  the  oonstitution. 

On  motion  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Jo'y,  seconded  by  Mr.  Treasurer  Langelier, 
Besolved,  That  Select  Standing  Committees  of  this  House,  for  the  present

On  Railways,  Canals,  Telegraph  Lines,  and  Mining  and 
Manufacturing  Corporations.  4.  On  Miscellaneous  Private  Bills.  6.  On  Expirinc^ 
Laws.  6.  On  Printing.  7.  On  Public  Accounts.  8.  On  Agriculture,  Immigration  and 
Colonization.  9.  On  the  various  Industries  of  this  Province  ;  which  said  Committees 
shall  severally  be  empowered  to  examine  and  enquire  into  all  such  matters  and 
things  as  may  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House  ;  and  to  report  from  time  to  time 
their  observations  and  opinions  thereon,  with  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and 
recoi-ds.

Mr.  Speaker  also  communicated  to  the  House, — A  Report  of  the  Librarian  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  on  the  state  of  the  Library  of  JParliament,  which  is  as 
f(>lloweth  : 

Xo  the  Honorable  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  : 

I  have  the  honor,  in  my  present  Beport  on  the  state  of  the  Library  of  the 
]{iegislature  of  Quebec,  to  respectfully  represent : 

That,  since  the  Session  of  1877-78,  Your  Library  has  been  increased  by  692 
V>und  volumes,  and  232  pamphlets,  which  brings  the  total  number  of  works  to 
84,153. 

That  the  sum  of  $1,500  granted  to  the  Library  during  the  last  Session, 
being  insufficient  to  cover  the  expenses  already  incurred  and  the  acquisition  of  a 
certain  number  of  necessary  works,  the  Commission  of  internal  economy  of  the 
House  obtained  from  the  Honorable  the  Executive  Council  $1,500  more.  The 
appropriation  thus  reached  the  same  amount  as  in  the  previous  years,  and  the  balance 
of  the  appropriation  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  Accountant  of  the  House  will  he 
aufficient  to  meet  the  unpaid  accounts. 

In  my  last  Beport,  1  had  the  honor  of  stating  that  I  had  written  to  your  Agent, 
isk  London,  asking  him  to  complete  your  collection  of  Constitutional  Law,  and  I 
sent  him  a  list  of  ike  principal  books  which  I  desired  to  get.  Mr.  Allen,  your 
Agent^  hastened  to  comply  with  my  request  fuid|  as  you  will  see  by  the  Ith  Snpple* 
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•  itieBt  to  the  Catelogne,  I  roeeiyed  «  pofticm,  at  least  of  what  I  aeked  fi}r«  I  Bay;  a 
portion,  because  a  great  maoy  of  such  treaties  on  Political  Law,  are  out  of  print, 
and  jEKPe  only  discovered  by  accident. 

Your  Library  contains  more  than  200  pamphlets.  It  was  getting  somewhat 
difficult  to  trace  up  each  of  these  small  works,  many  of  which  are  of  the  highest 
importance.  J,  therefore,  deemed  it  advisable  to  make  a  special  catalogne 
of  these  pamphlets.  Copies  of  this  catalogue  and  of  the  5th  Supplement  to  the 
general  catalogne  of  the  Library  were  distributed  to  the  Honorable  Members  of 
poth  Houses,  the  Officera  of  the  Legislature  and  the  persons  who  take  the  most 
interest  in  the  Library, 

I  have  the  Satisfaction  of  beii^g  able  to  state  that  very  few  books  are  loist  now, 
thanks  to  the  strict  regulations  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Library,  to  the 
vigilance  of  the  Employees,  and  also  the  good  will  of  such  persons  as  have  access  to 
your  Library.  Still,  a  few  abuses  continue  to  exist,  and  I  again  pray  the  Joint 
Committee  to  interfere  in  order  to  put  a  stop  to  them. 

The  Honorable  House  will  find,  annexed  to  the  present  Beport,  a  list  of  the 
works  which  have  been  offered  to  the  Library  as  gifts  or  in  exchange  for  others.

The  Lieutenant-Grovernor  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  transmits  to  the  Legis- 
tive  Assembly,  the  Seport  of  the  Queen's  Printer,  shewing  the  number  of  copies  of 
the  Acts  of  the  two  previous  Sessions  which  have  been  printed  and  distributed  by 
him  I  the  departments,  administrative  bodies,  officers  ana  persons  to  whom  they  have 
been  distributed,  the  number  of  copies  delivered  to  each,  and  under  what  authority;, 
the  number  of  copies  of  Acts  of  each  Session  remaining  on  his  hands,  together  with 
a  detailed  account  of  the  expense  incurred  by  him  in  the  printing  and  distributing 
of  the  said  Statutes.    (Appendix  No.  2.)

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read  for  taking  into  consideration  the  Speech  of 
His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Goveraor  to  both  Houses  of  the  Provincial  Legislature ;

Mr.  Racicot  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Meikle,  and  the  question  being  proposed, 
That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  to 
thank  him  for  his  Gracious  Speech  at  tho  opening  of  the  second  tension  of  the  fourth 
Parliament  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  and  furthur  to  assure  His  Honor  : 

1.  That  we  pray  His  Honor,  who  with  pleasure  sees  us  once  more  assembled  to 
give  our  attention  to  the  affairs  of  the  Province,  to  believe  that  we  will  give  to  such 
affairs  our  strictest  attention. 

2.  That,  with  His  Honor,  we  have  witnessed  with  lively  satisfaction,  the  enthu- 
siasm with  which  His  Excellency  the  Marquis  of  Lome,  the  representative  of  Her 
Maiesty,  and  His  August  Consort,  Her  JEtoyal  Highness  the  Princess  Louise,  were 
welcomed  at  the  two  Chief  cities  of  this  Province,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that,  our 
well-beloved  Sovereign  will  appreciate,  as  theydoserve  to  be,  the  feelings  of  attach- 
ment and  of  loyalty  of  which  our  Province  has  just  given  such  undeniable  proofs. 

3.  That  we  notice  with  satisfaction  that  since  last  session,  the  works  connected 
with  the  Government  Bailways  have  been  pressed  on  with  the  utmost  activity  ^  and 
w«  trust,  with  Hie  Honor,  that  these  railways,  which  are  now  in  full  operation 
between  Quebec  and  Huli,  will  soon  beprolOQged  to  AylmcTj  and  that  they  will  be  ^ 
fully  completed  before  the  close  of  this  season. 
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4.  That  we  are  happy  to  find  that,  while  the  Bailwajni  on  the  North  Shore  or 
the  Saint-Lawrence  have  reoeived  the  active  attention  of  GoTerninent,  those  On  the 
South  Shore  have  not  been  neglected ;  and  that  we  are  also  happy  to  learn  that  the- 
progress  of  the  greater  number  of  them  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

5.  That  we  believe,  with  Ilis  Honor,  that  the  advantages  which  are  sure  to 
result  fVom  an  immediate  connection  between  our  Bailway  system,  the  Canada 
Central  and  the  other  Eailways  of  the  Dominion,  are  such  that  the  construct  ion, 
with  that  view,  of  a  bridge  over  the  Ottawa  Biver  opposite  to  Hull,  has  become  in- 
dispensable ;  and  we  are  happy  to  learn  that  the  contract,  which  baa  been  entered 
into  for  the  building  of  that  bridge,  has  been  completed  on  the  most  favorable  terms ;. 
and  that  His  Honor  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  no  doubt  that,  when  it 
shall  be  submitted  to  us,  we  shall  find  it  quite  satisfactory. 

6.  That  we  admit,  with  His  Honor,  that  the  construction  of  that  bridge  at 
Sully  should  not  make  the  Province  abandon  the  project  of  extending  its  Railways 
to  that  part  of  the  County  ot  PontiaCy  most  suitable  for  effecting  a  junction,  with  the 
subsidized  portion  of  the  Pacific  Eailway. 

That  we  share  the  opinion  of  His  Honor,  that  to  attract  to  our  Province  the 
traffic  of  that  great  Inter-oceanic  line  of  Bailway,  we  should  offer  the  shortest  route 
to  the  Atlantic. 

7.  That  we  think,  with  His  Honor,  that,  after  the  sacrifices  which  we  have 
made,  as  well  for  the  construction  of  this  important  link  of  the  Pacific  Railway,  as- 
for  the  building  of  all  our  other  Railways,  (wnich,  by  opening  up  new  territory,  tend 
to  increase  the  population  and  consequently  the  revenues  of  the  Dominion)  tho 
Province  of  Quebec  is  justified  in  hoping,  that  the  Federal  Parliament  will  give  some 
aid  towards  lightening  the  burden  which  it  has  sustained  in  the  execution  of  these 
great  enterprises. 

8.  That  we  are  happy  to  learn,  that  tho  Government  of  this  Province  has 
succeeded  in  effecting  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  most  important  claims  against 
tho  municipalities  pledged  to  aid  the  building  of  the  Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottawa  and 
Occidental  Bailway. 

That  we  promise,  that  measure  which  will  be  submitted  to  us  for  legalising 
certain  arrangements  entered  into  for  that  purpose,  Will  receive  our  best  attention, 
and  that  with  His  Honor,  we  trust  that  from  the  good-will  shown  by  the  greater 
number  of  them,  it  will  be  easy  to  reach  asatifactory  conclusion  before  long. 

9.  That  we  admits  with  His  Honor,  that  as  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  the 
Grovernment  railways  should  begin  to  yield  some  revenue,  the  most  effectual  means, 
both  for  rendering  them  as  productive  as  possible  for  the  Province,  and  for  creating 
the  necessary  traffic  for  the  roads,  would  be  to  lease  them  during  a  certain  number 
of  years  to  men  of  business,  possessing  sufficient  capital  and  the  amount  of" 
experience  essential  to  the  prosecution  of  enterprises  of  this  nature,  and  who  would 
be  directly  interested  in  the  success  of  the  Railway.  The  agreements,  which  have 
consequently  been  entered  into  and  which  will  be  submitted  for  our  approval  accord- 
ing to  law,  will  receive  all  our  attention. 

10.  That  we  are  happy  to  learn  that  His  Honor  has  authorized  his  Government 
to  make  a  final  settlement  of  the  long  pending  question  of  the  loan  to  the  sufferers  by 
the  great  fires  at  Quebec;  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the 
arrangements,  the  details  of  which  will  be  communicated  to  us. 

II.  That  we  see  with  satisikction,  that  since  last  session,  with  the  intention  of 
aiding  the  numerous  dass  of  workmen  out  of  employment  to  withdraw  from  the- 
citfee  and  settle  on  the^  lands  of  the  Crown,  assietabce  has  been  promised  to  some 
poisons  zealooa  ^  the  public  good,  who  pi'oposed  to  form  extensive  aseociationcr 
lor  the  colonization  of  the  country ;  and  we  assure  His  Honor,  that  we  will  give  oar. 
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earnest  attention  to  tho  measore  which  will  be  presented  to  ns,  anthorizlDg  Govern- 
ment  to  make  other  arrangments  of  the  same  nature. 

12.  That  we  learn  with* pleasure,  that  in  fulfilment  of  the  promise  which  Tras 
made,  the  strictest  economy  has  been  practised  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  this  Province  ;  and  that,  although  the  Government  has  not  entirely  succeeded 
in  restoring  a  balance  between  income  and  expenditure,  we  have  reason  to  hope, 
with  His  Honor,  that  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  attempts  which  have  been  made 
in  that  direction  and  with  the  results  which  flowed  from  them. 

.  13.  That  we  will  carefully  look  into  the  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year, 
which  will  be  submitted  to  us ;  and  that  we  learn,  with  pleasure,  that  it  has  been 
prepared  with  a  view  to  the  curtailing  of  every  expense  not  absolutely  necessary. 

11.  That,  with  His  Honor,  wo  find  it  advisable  to  consider  anew  whether  it  is 
tiot  opportune  at  present  to  modify  our  constitution  as  regards  the  Legislative 
Council. 

15.  That  we  will  give  all  our  attention  to  the  measures  which  shall  be  laid 
before  us  regarding  the  organization  of  public  instruction,  licenses,  the  municipal 
loan  fond,  the  macadamising  of  roads,  and  also  concerning  Lunatic  Asylums. 

16.  That  we  will  give  our  attention  to  the  bill  which  shall  be  si^bmitted  to  us 
for  enabling  tho  inhabitants  of  this  Province  to  enforce  before  a  legal  tribunal  sach 
claims  as  they  may  have  against  the  Crown.  (Petition  of  right.) 

17.  That,  with  His  Honor,  we  pray  that  Divine  Providence  may  bless  our 
labours  in  such  wise  that  they  may  tend  to  secure  the  happiposs  and  prosperity  of 
all  the  inhabitants  of  this  Province. 

Ordered,  That  the  question  be  put  upon  each  paragraph  of  the  said  motion  ; 
And  the  first  paragraph  being  again  read, 
'    And  a  Debate  arising  thereupon ; 

On  motion  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Chapleau,  seconded  by  the  Honorable  Sir.

Wo,  Her  Majesty's  datifal  and  loyal  subjects  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Quebec, 
in  Provincial  Parliament  Assembled,  humbly  thank  Your  Honor  for  your  Gracious 
Speccfi  at  the  opening  of  the  second  Session  of  the  fourth  Parliament  of  the  Prov- 
ince of  Quebec. 

We  pray  Your  Honor,  who,  with  pleasure,  sees  us  once  more  assembled  to  give 
our  attention  to  the  aifaii-s  of  the  Province,  to  believe  that  we  will  give  to  such 
affairs  our  strictest  attention* 

With  Your  Honor,  we  have  witnessed  with  lively  satisfaction,  the  enthusiasm 
with  which  His  Excellency  the  Marauis  of  Lome,  the  representative  of  Her  Majesty, 
and  His  August  Consort,  Her  Eoyal  Highness  the  Frincesse  Louise,  were  welcomed 
.  at  the  two  chief  cities  of  this  Province  ;  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  our  well-beloved 
Sovereign  will  appreciate,  as  they  deserve  to  be,  the  feelings  of  attachment  and  of 
loyalty  of  which  our  Province  has  just  given  such  undeniable  proofs. 

We  notice  with  satisfkction  that  since  last  Session,  the  works  connected  with 
the  Government  Bailways  have  been  pressed  on  with  the  utmost  activity ;  and  we 
trust,  with  Your  Honor,  that  these  railways,  which  are  in  full  operation  between 
Quebec  taid  Hull  m\\  soon  bo  prolonged  to  Aylmer,  and  that  they  will  be  fully 
completed  before  the  close  of  this  season.   . 

We  are  happy  to  find,  that  while  the  Bailways  on  the  North  Shore  of  the  Saint" 
Lawrence  have  received  the  active  attention  of  Government,  those  on  the  South 
Shore  have  not  been  neglected ;  and  that  we  are  also  happy  to  learn  that  the  pro- 
ress  of  the  greater  number  of  them  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

We  believe,  with  Your  Honor,  that  the  advantages  which  are  sure  to  result  from 
an  immediate  connection  between  our  Bailway  system,  the  Canada  central  and  the 
other  Bailways  of  the  Dominion,  are  such  that  the  constraction,  with  that  view,  of 
a  bridge  over  the  Ottawa  river  opposite  to  Hull,  has  become  indispensahlo ;  and  wo 
are  happy  to  learn  that  the  contract,  which  has  been  entered  into  for  the  building 
of  that  Dridge,  has  been  completed  on  the  most  favorable  terms ;  and  that  Your 
Honor  has  good  reason  to  believe  that  there  is  no  doubt,  that  when  it  shall  be 
submitted  to  us,  we  shall  find  it  quite  satisfactory. 

We  admit,  with  Your  Honor,  that  the  construction  of  the  bridge  at  HuU,  should 
not  make  the  Province  abandon  the  project  of  extending  its  railways  to  that  part  of 
the  county  of  Pontiac,  most  suitable  for  effecting  a  junction,  with  the  subsidised 
portion  of  the  Pacific  Bailway. 

We  share  the  opinion  of  Your  Honor  that  to  attract  to  our  Province  the  traffic 
of  that  great  Inter-oceanic  line  of  railway,  we  should  offer  the  shortest  route  to  the 
Atlantic. 

We  think,  with  YourTEonor,  that  after  the  sacrifices  which  we  have  made,  as 
well  for  the  construction  of  this  important  link  of  the  Pacific  Bailway,  as  for  the 
building  of  all  our  other  railways,  (which,  by  openning  up  new  territory,  tend  to 
increase  the  population  and  consequently  the  revenues  of  the  Dominion)  the 
Province  of  Quebec  is  justified  in  hoping,  that  the  Federal  Pasliament  will  give 
some  aid  towards  lightening  the  burden  which  it  has  sustained  m  the  execution  of 
these  great  enterprises. 

We  are  happy  to  learn,  that  the  Government  of  this  Province  has  succeeded  in 
effecting  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  most  important  claims  against  the  munici- 
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palities  pledged  to  aid  the  building  of  the  Quebec^  Mmireaf^  Ottawa  and  OecidmM 
Bailwaj. 

We  promise,  that  the  measure  whieh  will  be  snbmited  to  ns  for  legaliBing  cerUia 
arrangements  entered  to  for  that  purpose,  will  reeeivo  oar  best  attention;  and 
with  Tour  Honor,  we  trust  that  from  the  good  will  shown  by  the  greater  number  of 
them,  it  will  be  easy  to  reach  a  satisftctory  conclusion  before  long. 

We  admit,  with  Your  Honor,  that  as  the  time  has  now  arrived  when  the 
Governement  railways  should  begin  to  yield  some  revenue,  the  most  eflfectual  means, 
both  for  rendering  them  as  productive  as  possible  for  the  Province,  and  for  creating 
the  necessary  trafiBo  for  the  roads,  would  be  to  loano  them  during  a  certain  number 
of  years  to  men  of  business,  possessing  sufficient  capital,  and  the  amount  of  expe- 
rience essential  to  the  prosecution  of  enterpriaes  of  this  nature,  and  who  would  be 
directly  interested  in  the  success  of  the  Bailway.  The  agreements,  which  have 
consequently  been  'entered  into  and  which  will  be  submited  for  our  approval, 
according  to  law,  will  re<ieive  all  our  attention. 

We  are  happy  to  learn,  that  Tour  Honor  has  authorized  his  Government  to 
make  a  final  settlement  of  the  long  pending  question  of  the  loan  to  the  sufferers  by 
the  great  fires  at  Quebec j  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the 
arrangements,  the  details  of  which  will  be  communicated  to  us. 

We  see  with  satisfaction,  that  since  last  session,  with  the  intention  of  aiding  the 
numerous  class  of  workmen  out  of  employment  to  withdraw  from  the  cities  and 
settle  on  the  lands  of  the  Crown,  assistance  has  been  promised  to  some  persons 
zealous  for  the  public  good,  who  proposed  to  form  extensive  associations  for  the 
colonization  of  the  country ;  and  we  assure  Tour  Honor,  that  we  will  give  our  earnest 
attention  to  the  measure  which  will  be  presented  to  us,  authorizing  Government  to 
make  other  arrangements  of  the  same  nature. 

We  learn  with  pleasure,  that  in  fulfilment  of  the  promise  which  was  made,  the 
strictest  economy  has  been  practised  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  this 
Province;  and  that  although  the  Goverment  has  not  entirely  succeeded  in  restoring 
a  balance  between  income  and  expenditure,  we  have  reason  to  hope,  with  Tour  Honor, 
that  we  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  attemts  which  have  been  made  in  that  direction, 
and  with  the  results  which  flowed  from  them. 

We  will  carefully  look  into  the  budget  for  the  coming  fiscal  year,  which  will  be 
submited  to  us,  and  we  learn  with  pleasure,  that  it  has  been  prepared  with  a 
view  to  the  curtailing  of  every  expense  not  absolutely  necessary. 

With  Tour  Honor,  we  find  it  advisable  to  consider  anew  whether  it  is  not 
opportune  at  present  to  modify  our  constitution  as  regards  the  liCgislative  Council. 

Wo  will  give  all  our  attention  to  the  measures  which  shall  be  laid  before  us 
regarding  the  organization  of  public  instruction,  licenses,  the  municipal  loan  fund, 
the  macidamising  of  roads,  and  also  concerning  lunatic  asylums. 

We  will  give  our  attention  to  the  bill  which  shall  be  submited  to  us  for  enabling 
the  inhabitants  of  this  Province  to  enforce  before  a  legal  tribunal,  such  claims  as 
they  may  have  against  the  Crown,  (Petition  of  right). 

,  With  Tour  Honor,  we  pray  that  Divine  Providence  may  bless  our  laboim 
in  such  wise  that  they  may  tend  to  secure  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  ail  the 
inhabitants  of  this  Province. 

The  said  Address  being  read  a  second  time,  was  agreed  to, 
Ordered,  That  the  said  Address  be  engrossed. 
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Ordered^  That  the  said  Address  be  presented  to  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  as  follows  : 

I  see  nothing  in  the  motion  of  the  Honorable  Premier  which  can  justify  me  in 
declaring  it  out  of  order ;  it  contain^  nothing  insulting  or  disrespectful  to  the 
<3rown,  the  Boyal  Family  or  the  Federal  authorities. 

On  referring  to  the  British  North  America  Act  1867,  it  well  be  seen  that  our 
Constitution  guarantees  to  the  Province  of  Quebec  as  well  as  to  the  other  Provinces 
its  complete  independence  of  Federal  authority.  t 

Without  desiring  to  enter  into  the  merits  of  the  Resolutions  included  in  the 
motion,  I  may  say,  that  if  the  Federal  Government  has  attempted  to  encroach  upon 
the  rights  of  the  Province  of  QuebeCf  the  latter  has  the  incontestable  right  to  protest. 

The  motion  asks,  that  the  Hotise  do  resolve  itself  into  committee  for  the  consi- 
deration of  certain  Besolutions,  which  seem  to  me  tb  be  a  protest  against  all  kinds 
-of  interference  with  or  encroachment  on  the  rights  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  by 
the  Federal  Government.  It  is  drawn  up  in  proper  language  ;  it  contains  no 
•disrespectful  expressions  ;  it  is  parliamentary,  ana  I  declare  it  in  order.

That  the  constitutional  advisers  of  the  Govemor-Greneral  are,  according  to  the 
Constitution,  but  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  possessing  its  confidence  ;  ' 
and  that  it  is  their  duty  to  put  into  effect  or  to  advise  the  putting  into  effect  of  any 
resolution  of  Parliament;  and  that,  in  so  acting,  they  only  apply  the  principles  of 
Besponsiblo  Government  which  the  people  of  England  claims  as  its  highest  ri^ht,  * 
and  which  the  mother-country  has  been  pleased  to  extend  to  her  colonies  in  BrxiiA 
Jfbrth  America  ;

Jizcellency^  the  (rovemor-G^neral,  for  that  of  his  constitutional  advisers  ; 

.That  it  would  be  exceedingly  out  of  place  on  the  part  of  this  Houaei  to 
Mratinixe,  discuss  or  pass  judgment  on  the  sentimenta  of  Her  Majesty'^  Bepreaen- 
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tative  in  Ccaiada^  in  his  relations  with  the  memjDers  of  his  Privy  Gouncil,  upon  a 

Ju^stion  of  such  importance,  that  it  has  jastified  a  reference  to  Her  Miyoiji  wlioee 
decision  is  not  jet  known,"  inserted  instead  thereof.

J)emvinier$,  Mr.  FortiUy  Mr.  Qaynon,  Mr.  Laberge,  Mr.  Laranger,  Mr.  Lynckj 
Mr.  MatMeUf  Mr.  Prefantaine  Mr.  Racicot,  Mr.  Watt$  and  Mr.  WUrteUf  be  appointed 
to  take  into  consideration  all  Bills  to  amend  the  Municipal  Code ;  to  report  thereon 
with  all  convenient  speed  ;  with  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and  records.

The  Le^slative  Council  aoqaaint  this  House,  that  they  hiEtve  appointed  the 
Honorable  Messrs.  ArcJiambeauUf  de  BouchoDUlej  Dianne^  de  Liry,  Lamolette, 
JjeMaire,  Boss  and  Webb,  a  Committee  to  assist  His  Honor  the  Speaker  in  the 
direction  of  the  Library  of  Parliament,  in  so  far  as  the  interests  of  the  Legislative 
Council  are  concerned,  and  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Legislative  Council  as  Members 
for  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  on  the  Library. 

And  also,  the  Legislative  Council  acquaint  this  House,  that  thev  have  appointed 
the  Honorable  Messrs.  Archambeaulty  BeMdry^  Ferrier^  Gaudet,  ie  La  Bruire^  BemiU 
lardy  Roy^  Webb  and-  Wood  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  Legislative  Council  with  the 
Committee  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  as  Members  of  a  Joint  Committee  of  both 
Houses  on  Printing,  as  disired  in  their  Message.

Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Q^ebec,  and  to  thb  eniMroachment 
by  that  Government  and  the  Federal  Parliament  upon  the  rights  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec  ;  and  which  amendment  was,  that  all  the  words  after  "  That "  to  the  end 
of  the  Question  ,be  left  out,  and  the  words  <Mt  be 

<'  Beeolved: — That,  according  to  the  uncontested  principles  of  Constitutional 
'<  Government,  the  Federal  Ministers  are  responsible  to  the  rarUament  of  Canada 
"  for  the  choice  and  the  conduct  of  the  fanctionaries  appointed  by  the  Federal 
''Government; 
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.  **  That  lihe  Jiientonant-Goyernor  of  one  of  the  PioTiDcea  of  Comada  ia  on^  of 
'*  Buch  fuDoiionarieey  having  no  direct  responsibility  towards  the  Logislatoro  of  the 
''  Province,  which  can  no  more  judge,  censure  or  punish  him  than  it  has  the  right 
**  to  appoint  or  pay  him  ; 

"  That  the  Parliament  of  Canada^  in  blaming  or  censuring  one  of  such  Amotion- 
^  aries,  only  exorcises  a  right  which  the  Constitution  guarantees  to  it ; 

"  That  the  Constitutional  Advisers  of  the  Governor-General  are,  according  to 
"  the  Constitution,  but  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  possessing  its  con- 
^  fldence ;  and  that  it  is  their  duty  to  put  into  effect  Or  to  advise  the  putting  into 
"  effect  of  any  resolution  of  Parliament ;  and  that,  in  so  acting,  they  onlyapply  the 
'<  principles  of  Besponeible  Government  which  the  people  of  Mingland  claims  as  its 
**  nighest  right,  and  which  the  mother-country  has  been  pleased  to  extend  to  her 
"  Colonies  in  British  North  America; 

"  Tha€  the  Legislature  of  this  Province^  and  still  loss,  a  single  branch  of  Siioh 
"  Legislature,  has  no  right  to  intermeddle  in  the  relations  between  the  Federal  Par- 
<<  liament  and  the  functionaries  of  the  latter ;  and  that  such  conduct,by  its  aggressive 
"  character,  would  be  of  a  nature  to  seriously  compromise  t^e  interests  of  this  Pro- 
"vince; 

'<  That  this  House  cannot,  with  propriety,  attempt  to  substitute  their  advice  to 
''  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General,  for  that  of  his  Constitutional  Advisors; 

^^  That  it  would  be  exceedingly  out  of  place^  on  thepart  of  this  House,  to  scm- 
*'  tinize,  discuss  or  pass  judgment  on  the  sentiments  of  Her  Mi^esty's  Representativo 
'<  in  Canada^  in  his  relations  with  the  MeiM>ers  of  his  Privy  Council  UQpn  a  qaostioi;^ 
"  of  such  importance,  that  it  has  justified  a  reference  to  Her  Majesty,  whose  decjaion 
"  is  not  yet  knowv/'  inserted  instead  thereof. 

The  House  resumed  the  said  adjourned  Debate.

The  following  Besolntions  were  read  : 

1.  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
^raying  that  His  Honor  be  pleased  to  transmit  the  following  Sesolutions  to  His 
■  icellency  the  Grovernor-General. 

2.  That  the  Province  oiQuebec,  through  the  Bepresentatives  elected  to  sit  in  the 
Legislative  Assembly,  affirms  its  unalterable  devotion  to  the  Crown  and  to  the 
person  of  Her  Majesty. 

3.  That  this  Province  is  satisfied  with  the  form  of  Government  which  it  enjoys 
under  the  British  North  Americf  Act,  and  with  the  autonomy  and  self-Government 
secured  by  it. 

4.  That  while  this  Province  does  not  seek  to  encroaoh  upon  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Federal  Qovernmont,  it  expects  that  ita  rights  will  be  respected  by  the  Federal 
Government ;  and  it  is  the  duty  of  its  Bepresentatives,  to  whom  it  has  entrusted 
the  defence  of  those  rights,  to  protest  whenever  they  are  threatened. 

6.  That  the  attempt,  by  the  Federal  Government,  to  dismiss  His  Honor  tlie 
Lieutenant-Grovemor  of  the  Province  of  Q^ehec,  on  the  strength  of  a  party  vote  of 
the  Commons  and  Senate  is  in  the  present  case,  an  encroachment  on  the  righta  ef 
the  Province. 
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6.  That  it  beloDgB  to  the  Province  of  QueBee,  directly  interested  as  it  is  in  the 
tiie  resnlts  of  thei  dismiBsal  of  the  DeBottrckerviUe  Cabinet,  to  prononnce  judgment 
on  the  opportunity  and  the  wisdom  of  the  act  of  Lieutenant-Grovernor  when  he 
took  the  raana£[ement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Province  from  that  Cabinet  to  place  it 
into  other  hands. 

7.  That  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  Responsible  Government,  the 
Protinco  pronounced  upon  the  Lieutenant-GevernoWs  act  when  it  passed  judgment 
on  the  new^inistry  who  bad  assumed  the  responsibility  of  it. 

8.  That  the  general  elections  resulted  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  nCw  Ministry 
who,  in  the  session  immediately  following,  succeeded  in  carrying  through  this 
House  all  the  measures  introduced  by  them. 

9.  That  since  that  Sension,  three  of  the  Electoral  Divisions  of  the  Province,  vis : 
St  JSyacintJie,  Rouville  and  Chambly,  have  been  called  upon  to  pronounce  once 
more  upon  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  act,  and  they  have  each  testified  their 
approval  of  it  by  large  majorities. 

10.  That  this  new  expression  of  public  opinion  carries  all  the  more  weight  with 
it  from  the  fact,  that  two  out  of  these  three  Electoral  Divisions,  called  upon  to  replaee 
Opposition  members  who  had  been  unseated  by  theCeurts  of  Justice,  reversed  their 
apparent  verdict  of  the  first  May,  1878,  by  electing  supporters  of  the  Ministry. 

11.  That  the  approval,  by  this  Province,  of  the  act  of  His  Honor  the  Lieute- 
nant-Governor has  been  too  strongly  expressed  to  leave  any  more  doubt  on  the 
subject ;  and  this  House,  elected  to  represent  the  opinions  of  the  people  of  this 
Province,  thanks  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  for  his  firmness  and  wisdom 
in  arresting  the  encroachment  attempted  by  the  Federal  Parliament  and  Gh>vern- 
ment  on  the  rights  of  this  Province,  and  feels  confident  that  His  Excellency  will 
continue,  with  the  same  firmness  and  wisdom,  to  acknowledge  and  protect  those 
«ndoubted  rights. 

The  first  to  the  fourth  Eesolutions  inclusive,  were  adopted. 

The  Question  being  proposed.  That  the  fifth  Eesolutions  be  adopted. 

And  objection  bein^  taken  by  Mr.  Mathieuy  Member  for  the  Electoral  District 
of  Richelieu,  that  this  Eesolution  is  not  in  order,  *<  Because  there  is  nothing  before 
this  House  to  show  that  there  was  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  Govern > 
ment  to  dismiss  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  ;  and 
that  such  an  attempt  arose  from  a  party  vote  of  the  I{ou&e  of  Commons  and  the 
Senate  ;  and  that  if  any  such  attempt  were  made,  it  could  only  be  the  act  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  General  as  advised  by  his  Ministera  \  and  because  this 
House  has  not  the  right  to  censure  the  Federal  Government,  which  by  Section  9  or 
the  "  British  North  America  Act,  1867,  "  is  vested  in  the  Queen,  and  by  Sections  10' 
and  11  of  said  act,  is  administered  by  the  "  Governor  General  of  Canada^  aided  and 
advised  by  a  Council  styled  the  Queen's  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  "  and  that  a 
resolution  of  the  nature  of  that  proposed  c«innot  be  Addressed  to  the  Governor 
Genera],  as  such  a  resolution  tends  to  censure  the  acts  of  the  Government  which  can 
only  be  the  acts  of  His  Excellency  ;  Because  the  Government  and  the  Executive 
Power  in  Canada,  are  by  the  said  act  vested  in  the  Queen,  and  administered  by  the 
Governor  General  in  Her  name,  assisted  and  advised  by  Her  Privy  Council ;  and 
that  any  resolution  tending  to  censure  the  said  Government  which  is,  in  fact,  the 
Governor  General  himself,  advised  as  aforesaid,  is  irregular;  Because  by  Section  58 
of  the  said  "  British  North  America  Act,  1867,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  is  appointed 
by  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  by  an  instrument  under  the  Great  Seal  of 
Canada,  and  because,  under  section  59  of  the  said  Act,  it  is  enacted  that  he  shall  hold 
office  during  the  good  pleasure  of  the  Governor  General."

And  the  Question  being  proposed^  That  the  eighth  Besolution  be  adopted  ; 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Chapleau  moved  in  amendnjent,  seconded  by  Mr.  Loranger^ 
That  all  the  words  after,  "  That "  to  the  end  of  the  Question,  bo  left  out,  and  the  words 
the  elections  held  in  the  month  of  September,  1878,  in  which  the  present  advisers  of 
His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  played  an  active  part,  and  renewed  the  discua- 
sion  of  constitutional  matters  before  tne  people,  returned  out  of  a  contingent  of  64 
representatives,  entitled  to  sit  at  Ottawa,  47  MemlA^rs,  who  declared  on  the  14th 
March,  1878,  that  the  act  committed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec^-on  the  2nd  March,  1878,  in  dismissing  his  ministry,  wag,  under  the  circums- 
tances, unwise  and  tended  to  destroy  the  position  which  the  advisers  of  the  Crown 
occupy  since  the  principle  of  responsible  Government  was  conceded  to  the  British 
North  American  Colonies.  That,  moreover,  without  wishing  to  impugn  the  motives 
which  may  have  actuated  its  members,  this  House  is  obliged  to  state,  that  its  opi- 
nion, such  as  it  may  be  now  expressed,  will  be  found  not  to  represent  the  opinion  of 
the  njajority  of  the  electors,  from  the  fact  that  the  member  for  t'hree  Rivers  who 
had  been  elected  on  the  faith  of  a  written  pledge  which  he  gave  to  his  constituents, 
by  which  he  assured  them  that  he  claimed  their  suffrages  as  a  conservative,  and  that 
he  should  be  opposed  to  the  then  Government^  has  since  adopted  the  views  of  the  other 
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side  of  thii  House,  fiivomble  io  the  course  of  action  of  the  advisers  of  His  Honor  the 
Lieutenant-Grovemor ;  and  also,  from  the  fact  that  the  member  for  Chi^autimi  and 
SaguauLfj  elected  during  his  absence,  notwithstanding  the  most  strenuous  efforts  Of 
the  party  which  supports  the  advisers  of  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and 
upon  the  representation  made  by  his  fnends,  that  he  would  oppose  the  policy  inau- 
gurated on  the  2nd  March,  1878,  has  since  resolved  to  support  the  present  adiiiinia- 
tration  with  the  exception,  howeyer,  of  the  constitutional  question  of  the  dismissal 
from  office  of  a  ministry  possessing  the  confidence  of  both  Houses,"  inserted  instead 
thereof. 

And  objection  being  taken  that  this  amendment  is  not  in  order,  Mr.  Chairman 
ruled  that  it  is  not  in  oraer ;  and  appeal  being  made,  from  his  decision  to  the  House.

General ;  and  because  the  Governor  General  can  take  aavice  only  from  the  Privy 

Council  for  Canada,  according  to  section  11  of  said  act,  or  bo  guided  by  instruction! 

from  Her  Majesty  the  Queen ;  and  because  all  other  advice  offered  to  him  could  not  be 

by  him  received,  except  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act ;  and 

because  the  aaid  Besolution  aims  at  offering  to  His  Exoellencv  the  Grovernor  Gene^ 

ral,  the  advice  of  this  House,  instead  of  that  of  his  Constitutional  advisers,  the  Queen's

Majesty  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  and  it  is  iiTCguIar  to  suggest  any 

course  of  action  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  (reneral,  which  might  be  different 

irom  that  which  Her  Majesty  might  direct^  and  beqauae  His  Excellency  can  only 

act  upon  the  instructions  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  or  on  the  advice  of  Her  Privy 

Council,  and  not  on  that  of  this  House  ;  and  because  a  Besolution  of  the  nature  of 

the  one  now  moved  cannot  be  addressed  to.His  Excellency  the  Governor  General, 

who  constitutes  one  of  the  branches  of  the  Federal  Parliament,  and  administers 

the  Federal  Government  in  Her  Majesty's  name  ;  and  because  the  said  motion  is 

not  in  order. 

Mr.  Chairman  ruled  that  the  Besolution  is  in  order ;  and  appeal  being  made, 
from  his  decision  to  the  House.

Besolntions  to  be  reported. 


Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair;  and  Mr.  jRacteot reported  that  the  Committee 
had  come  to  several  Besolntions. 

Ordered^  That  the  Heport  be  now  received. 

Mr.  Baeicot  reported  the  Besolation  accordingly;  and  the  same  were  read,  aa^ 
foUoweth : — 

1.  That  an  hnmble  address  be  presented  to  His  Honor  the  Lientenant-Govemor' 

S tying  His  Honor  to  be  pleased .  to  transmit  the  fbllowing  Besolntions  to  Hisr 
oellenoy  the  Grovemor-General. 

2.  That  the  Province  of  Quebec,  through  the  Bepreeentatives  elected  to  sit  in' 
the  Legislative  Assemblyi  affirms  its  unalterable  devotion  to  the  Crown  and  to  the' 
person  of  Her  Majesty. 

3.  That  this  Province  is  satisfied  with  the  form  of  Government  which  it  enjoys- 
under  the  British  North  America  Act,  and  with  the  autonomy  and  seif-goVem« 
ment  secured  by  it. 

4.  That  while  this  Province  does  not  seek  to  encroach  upon  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Federal  Government,  it  expects  that  its  rights  will  be  respected  by  the  Federal 
Government,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  its  Bepresentatives,  to  whom  it  has  entrusted 
the  defence  of  those  rights,  to  protest  whenever  they  are  threatened. 

5.  That  Aq  attempt,  by  the  Federal  Government,  to  dismiss  His  Honor  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  on  the  strength  of  a  party  vote  of 
the  Commons  and  Senate  is,  in  the  present  case,  an  encroachment  on  the  rights 
of  the  Province. 

6.  That  it  belongs  to  the  Province  of  Quebec,  directly  interested  as  it  is  in  the 
results  of  the  dismissal  of  the  DeBaucJierviUe  Cabinet,  to  pronounce  judgment 
on  the  opportunity  and  the  wisdom  of  the  act  of  the  Lieutenant-Grovenmor  when 
he  took  tne  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Province  from  that  Cabinet  to  place  it 
into  other  hands. 

7.  That  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  Besponsible  Govemmenf,  the 
Province  pronounced  upon  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  act  when  it  passed  judgment  . 
on  the  new  Ministry  who  had  assumed  the  responsability  of  it 
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8.  That  the  General  EFections  resulted  in  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  new  Minietry, 
who,  in  the  Session  immediately  followipg,  succeeded  in  carrying  through  this 
House  all  the  measures  introduced  by  them. 

9.  That  since  that  Session,  three  of  the  Electoral  Divisions  of  the  Province,  viz : 
St  Hyacinthe,  Eouville  and  Chambly,  have  been  called  upon  to  pronounce  once  more 
npoii  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  act,  and  they  have  each  testified  their  approval 
of  it  by  large  majorities. 

10.  That  this  new  expression  of  public  opinion,  carries  all  the  more  weight  with 
it  from  the  fact  tbat  two  out  of  these  three  Electoral  Divisions  called  upon  to 
replace  Opposition  Members,  who  had  been  unseated  by  the  Courts  of  Justice, 
reversed  their  apparent  vei-dict  of  the  first  May,  1878,  by  electing  supporters  of  the 
Ministry. 

11.  That  the  approval,  by  this  Province,  of  the  act  of  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  has  been  too  strongly  expressed  to  leave  any  more  doubt  on  the  subject; 
and  this  House,  elected  to  i-cpreeent  the  opinions  of  the  people  of  this  Province, 
thanks  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  for  his  firmness  and  wisdom  in  arrest- 
ing the  encroachment  attempted  by  the  Federal  Parliament  and  Government  on  the 
rights  of  this  Province,  and  feels  confident  that  His  Excellency  will  continue,  with 
the  same  firmness  and  wisdom,  to  acknowledge  and  protect  those  undoubted  rights* 

And  the  Question  being  proposed,  That  the  said  Besolutions  be  now  read  a 
second  time. 

The  Honorable  Mr.  Chapleau  moved  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Mr.  Loranger, 
That  all  the  words  after  "  now"  to  the  end  of  the  Question,  be  left  out,  and  the 
wdrdp  '*  re-committed  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  for  the  purpoae  of 
amending  the  same,  by  leaving  out  all  the  words  after  '<  That''  to  the  end  of  the 
said  .Resolutions,  and  inserting  la  their  stead,  the  words  : 

1.  The  Province  of  Quebec y  through  the  members  elected  by  it  to  represent 
it  in  the  Legislative  Assembly,  hereby  affirms  its  unalterable  attachment  to  the 
Crown  and  to  the  person  of  Her  Majesty,  as  well  as  to  its  rights  and  constitutional 
liberties. 

2.  That  the  Province  is  satisfied  with  the  form  of  Government  which  it  enjoys 
under  the  Briti$h  \North  America  act,  which  assures  its  autonomy  and  its  right  to 
govern  itself,  according  to  tbe  principles  and  traditions,  of  responsible  Government. 

3.  That  the  Province  of  Quebec^  in  order  to  secure  respect  for  the  rights  which  are 
guaranteed  it  under  the  constitution,  must  scrupulously  refrain  from  interferinff  in 
any  manner  in  the  exercise  by  the  Federal  Parliament  and  Government,  of  ^eir 
constitutional  rights. 

4.  That  the  Federal  Government  has  the  right  to  dismiss  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  a  Province ;  and  that  it  acts  conformably  with  the  spirit  of  the  Consti- 
tution which  governs  us,  by  putting  into  execution  aSesoiution  of  the  House  of 
Commons  and  the  Senate. 

5.  That  the  two  branches  of  this  Legislature  did,   on  the  8th  March,  1878,  as 

a  pears  by  their  official  records,  declare  : — That  the  dismissal  from  ofi&ce  of  the 
iBouchervilU  Government  was  a  violation  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  people, 
and  a  dangerous  blow  at  the  existence  of  a  responsible  Gt)vernment. 

6.  That  following  up  their  declaration  of  the  8th  March  preceding,  both  branches 
of  the  Legislature  of  this  Province,  subsequent  to  tiie  general  elections  of  the  Ist 
May  1878.  did  by  their  respective  votes  of  the  11th  and  14th  Juno  1878,  reiterate 
their  condemnation  of  the  acts  of  the  2nd  March^  1878, 
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7.  That  the  elections  which  have  lately  taken  place  in  this  Province,  cannot  be 
invoked  as  against  the  decision  adopted  by  the  Federal  Parliament  at  its  last  session; 
a  decision  whereof  the  Imperial  Authorities  alone  conld  be  constituted  judges. 

.  3*  That  since  the  reference  to  England  of  the  advice  tendered  to  His  Excellency 
by  his  constitutional  advisers  for  the  dismissal  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  election 
contests  took  place  essentially  on  the  incidents  of  the  local  policy  of  the  ^adminis- 
tration of  the  rrovince. 

9.  That  this  House  acknowledges,  that  it  would  be  improper  as  well  as  uncon- 
stitutional on  its  part,  to  intervene  in  the  confidential  relations  which  exist  between 
His  Excellency  and  the  members  of  his  Privy  Council ;  t>ut  that  it  hopes,  and  that 
it  is  its  humble  but  fervent  prayer,  that  after  the  unequivocal  expression  of  the 
opinion  of  the  people  as  shown  by  the  vote  of  the  House  of  Commons  and-  of  the 
Senate  of  Canada,  His  Excellency  will  remember,  at  the  cost  of  what  efforts  and 
sacrifices  the  people  of  England  secnred  the  fflorious  institution  ofSesponsiblo 
Government,  whieh  has  made  &reat  Briiain  the  freest  of  countries,  containing  the 
people  the  most  devoted  to  the  person  of  their  Sovei*eign  ;  that  His  Excellency  will 
not  sever  the  link  which  binds  us  to  our  traditions  of  Parliamentary  Crovemment, 
which  have,  since  the  commencement  of  Her  Majesty's  reign,  gained  strength  with 
the  growth  and  invigoration  of  the  sentiments  of  our  loyalty  to  the  Crown,  and.  of 
attachment  to  the  person  of  our  Gracious  Sovereign.

occasion  to  feel  towards  the  noble  population  you  represent. 

From  the  Capital  of  this  wide  and  growing  Confederacy,  to  where  the  Provinces 
of  Quebec  and  New  Brunswick  meet  on  your  Southern  Bivers,  in  banks  of  rival 
beauty,  we  have  everywhere  found  the  same  warm  and  genuine  welcome.

By  Mr.  GarTnon.— If  the  Corporation  or  the  citizens  of  (Quebec  erect  on  the 
Dufferin  Terrace,  a  monument  lo  the  memory  of  Champlain,  the  founder  of  their 
City — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  erect  thereon  a  monument  to  the 
memory  o^  Jacques  Cartier,  the  great  discoverer  of  Canada? 

Heply  of  Honorable  Mr.  Joly, 

When  the  corporation  or  the  citizens  of  Quebec  shall  have  erected  a  monument 
to  the  memory  of  Champlain,  the  Government  will  consider  with  due  attention  the 
proposition  to  erect" a  statue  to  Jacques  Cartier. 

By  Mr.  Prifontaine. — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  put  its  pro- 
gramme of  economy  into  practice,  by  submitting  a  Bill  during  the  present 
Session,  providing  for  the  better  inspection  of  the  Schools  of  this  Province^  either 
by  improving  the  system  of  inspection  now  in  force,  by  reducing  the  number  of 
such  School  Inspectors,  and  compelling  those  whose  services  may  be  retained^  to 
devote  all  their  time  to  the  service  of  the  public,  or  by  completely  modifying  the 
present  system,  by  doing  away  with  such  inspectors  ?

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  submit  at  an  early  date  a  measure 
for  the  abolition  of  the  ofBcc  of  School  Inspector,  and  to  provide  a  more  effioationg 
and  economical  system  of  inspection  than  that  now  in  force. 

By  Mr.  St.  Cyr, — ^When  will  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School  take  posaesBion 
of  its  new  buildings  on  Logan^s  farm  ? 

Eeply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly. 

I  hope  that  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School  will  take  possession  of  its  new 
school  buildings  on  the  re-opening  of  the  classes  after  the  vacation. 

By  Mr.  St,  Cyr, — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  lease  the  buildings 
left  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School,  and  if  so  to  whom, 
and  when  will  the  said  buildings  will  be  leased  ? 
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Beply  of  Honorftbje  Mr.  Joly. 

The  Grovemment  has  gran  tod  the.  use  of  these  buildings  gratis  to  the  Medical 
Pacnlty  of  the  Montreal  Branch  of  the  Laval  University,  on  condition  that  the 
Government  may  again  take  possession  of  the  same  whenever  it  thinks  proper,  and 
that  the  University  be  responsible  for  the  costs  of  repairs. 


Mr.  [Provincial-Secretary  Cfiauveau  presented,  pursuant  to  Addresses  to  His

— I  refuse  to  relate  what  I  may  have  said  to  Mr.  BickelL  I  consider 
that  it  is  a  professional  secret  which  it  is  impossible  for  mo  to  divulge. 

Question  by  the  Chairman. — Perhaps  you  are  not  aware  that  Mr.  Bickell  in  his 
examination  was  willing  that  you  should  repeat  all  the  conversation  that  had  taken 
place  between  you  ;  that  he  had  no  objection  to  it. 

Answer. — I  know  it,  Mr.  Bickell  even  told  me  so  himself;  yet  I  consider  that 
what  was  told  me  between  i:s,  is  privileged  and  cannot  be  repeated  by  me. 

Question. — Do  you  not  know  that  this  is  the  client's  and  not  the  advocate's 
privilege  ? 

Answer. — The  client  is  not  always  the  best  judge  of  the  matter.  I  adhere  to  mj 
resolution.

By  Mr.  Picard, — Since  the  Honorable  Premier,  in  reply  to  a  question  which  I  had 
the  honor  to  put  to  him,  on  the  10th  instant,  declared  that  it  was  not  his  intention  to 
increase  Colonization  Grant  this  year ;  and  as  the  Counties  of  Richmond  and  Wolfe, 
Gompton,  Pontiac,  Ottawa, Montcalm,  Jolliette,  Beithier,  St.  Maurice,  Champlain, Maski- 
nongi,  Charlevoix,  Timiscouata  and  Banaventure,  have  had  little  or  none  of  the  Grant  of 
money  voted  at  last  Session,  for  Colonization  purposes ;  and  as  the  duty  of  a  good 
Government  is  to  distribute  those  monies  justly  and  equitably,  according  to  the  re- 
quiremftnts  of  each  County  where  colonization  is  being  carried  on,  without  taking 
into  consideration  whether  such  counties  be  represented  by  political  friends  or 
opponents;  whether  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Gx)vernment  to  practice,  in  the  next 
distribution  of  moneys  to  be  voted  for  colonization,  that  justice  and  equity  which 
previous  governments  so  faithfully  carried  out  towards  all  counties,  without  tho 
distinction  or  consideration  of  the  political  opinions  of  the  electors. 

And  objection  being  taken  that  this  question  cannot  be  put. 

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  the  question  not  being  conformable  to  rule  29,  cannot 
bo  put,  and  further  cites  as  authority  "May's  Parliamentary  Practice."

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  as  follows :  The  question  which  I  have  to  examine  at 
present,  is  not  the  same  as  that  decided  on  the  29th  July  instant,  relative  to  the 
question  of  the  Honorable  Member  for  Richmond  and  Wolfe.  If  I  were  to  follow  to  the 
letter,  Bule  29  of  this  House,  and  if  the  honorable  member  for  Chamhly  had  not 
another  means  of  attaining  the  end  which  he  has  in  view,  I  should,  perhaps,  decide 
that  the  question  is  in  order,  because  that  rule  states  that  <*  questions  may  be  put 
to  Ministers  of  the  Crown  relating  to  public  affairs"  and  the  Honorable  Member  has 
the  right  to  make  the  demand  contained  in  his  question.  But,  for  that  purpose  he 
lias  the  address,  which  will  furnish  him  with  the  reply  he  asks  for.  Then,  account 
must  be  taken  of  the  spirit  and  not  the  letter  of  the  rule.  A  member  has  certainly 
the  right  to  enquire  into  an  affair  or  a  public  event;  but  if  he  wish  to  do  so  by 
means  of  a  question,  such  affair  or  puolio  event  must  be  immediately  connected 
with  the  afflairs  of  the  House.  Such  is  the  spirit  of  Rule  29  of  this  House,  and  the 
only  interpretation  that  can  be  given  to  it.  In  support  of  this  interpretation,  I

cent  per  mile;  provided,  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Ck)mpany  to 
take,  as  Bubscriocrs,  all  persons  on  the  condition  wbich  the  directors  may  deem 
advisable  ;  and  provided,  also,  that  the  tolls  which  the  Company  .may  impose  under 
the  present  section  be  at  the  same  rate  per  mile  for  the  whole  length  of  the  road  and 
for  each  portion  thereof;  and  that  the  traveller  shall  have  the  liberty  to  pay  only 
one  half  of  the  toll  above  mentioned,  for  his  vehicle  or  animals,  ifhedpes  not^  return 
by  the  same  road,  or  if  he  prefers  to  pay  only  one  way. 

Section  8  of  the  said  Act  is  struck  out  and  replaced  by  the  following  : 

"  The  bridges  crossed  by  the  said  macadamized  road  shall  be  built  and  ma?D- 
tained  by  the  said  Company,  less  thoue  of  eight  feet  in  length  and  under,  which 
shall  foe  under  the  charge  of  the  Municipalities  or  the  interested  parties  mentioned 
in  the prociS'Verbaux or  Municipal  By-laws;  and  shall  be  constructed  andmaintainM 
under  the  authority  of  the  Municipality  therein  interested  : 

Provided,  always,  that  if  the  said  Company  in  order  to  level  the  road,  should 
deem  it  advisable  to  remove  one  or  more  of  the  bridges  lastly  mentioned,  sack 
bridge  or  bridges  shall  bo  constructed  and  maintained  by  the  said  Company,"  inserted 
instead  thereof. 

And  objection  being  taken  to  the  said  motion  in  amendment,  as-  not  being  in 
order  inasmuch  as  it  was  the  same  as  that  on  which  the  House  had  already  voted, 
daring  this  sitting. 

Mr.  Speaker  stated  to  the  House,  that  he  defers  giving  his  decision  until

B^  Mr.  JFTyii".— At  whose  request  and  for  what  reason  was  the  term  of  the 
Court  in  the  Magdalen  Islands  fixed  this  year,  for  the  month  of  Jnly,  instead  of  the 
month  of  August  as  heretofore  7 

Eeply  of  Mr.  Attorney-General  Itoss. 

At  the  request  of  Jean  BlancM,  Esqaire,  Advocate,  and  of  Mr.  Justice  McOard, 
to  facilitate  the  despatch  of  business. 

By  Mr.  Flynn, — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  take  into  consideration^ 
in  the  distribation  of  Colonization  monies  amongst  the  Counties  of  this  Province,  in 
which  works  of  Colonization  have  to  be  done,  the  unfavorable  position  of  the  Coun* 
tiea  which  have  derived  no  benefit  from  the  Construction  of  Bailways  subsidized  bj*- 
the  Province  ? 

Beply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly. 

YeSj  as  far  as  practicable. 

By  Mr.  Ftynn. — Has  the  Government  been  informed  of  the  presence,  at  the 
Mdgdalen  Islands,  of  the  two  Honorable  Judges  appointed  to  administer  Justice  in 
the  Counties  of  Gaspi  and  Bpnaventure,  If  so  what  remedy  does  it  intend  to  adopt 
for  this  state  of  affairs  in  view  of  the  terms  of  the  Court  to  be  held  at  Fox  River  and 
Perel^ 

Eeply  of  Mr.  Attorney -General  Ross. 

The  Government  has  not  been  informed  of  the  &ct  At  the  requ^  of  Mr*  Jnar 
tice  LaframboUe  the  terms  of  the  different  Courts  of  the  County  of  Q-asipi  were 
changed.  By  this  alteration,  the  Courts  which  should  be  held  at  Perci,  from  the 
7th  to  the  19th  of  August,  were  discontinued  and  put  off  until  the  1st  October,  tho 
Court  at  Fox  River  being  fixed  for  the  20th  September. 

According  to  an  arrangement,  previous  to  Confederation,  the  Court  of  the 
Magdalen  Islands  was  to  have  been  held  bv  the  t^O  judges  of  Gagpi  and  Bahaven- 
ture  ;  the  spring  term  by  one,  and  the  fall  term  by  the  other. 

By  Mr.  Picard. — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Gfovernment  to  grant  to  the  Counties  • 
of  Richmond  and   Wolfe,  Conipton,  Pontiac,  Ottawa,  Montcalm,  Joliette,   BertMer, 
St  Maurice,  Champlain,  Ntcolet,  Dorc  hester,  Charlevoix,  Tmiscoiuzta  and  Bona- 
venture,  which  received  none  or  almost  none  of  the  money  grant   voted   at  the 
last  session  for  colonization  roads,  a  fair  share  of  the  monies  which  the  House  will ' 
be  called  upon  to  vote  for  colonization  during  the  present  session  ? 

And  objection  being  taken  that  this  question  is  not  in  order,  Mr,  Speaker  ruled 
as  follows : 

The  Rule  which  applies  to  the  question  of  order  now  raised  is  the  29th,  which 
says  "  but  in  putting  any  such  question,  no  argument  or  opinion  is  to  bo  offered  lior 
any  ^^ets  stated,  except  so  far  nti  may  be  necessary  to  explain  the  same." 

The  Bnglish  Parliamentary  authorities  say  the  same  thing.  Amongst  otheni,^ 
May,  in  speaking  of  questions  put  by  Members  says  :  «<  These  ^aestioas  ehoukl  to 
put  in  a  manner  whiei  does  not  involve  opinion,  argument  or  inference,  nor  any 
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facts  to  be  stated  unless  they  be  necessary  to  make  the  question  intelligible  ;"  and 
he  adds  <'  in  the  same  manner,  an  answer  should  be  confined  to  the  points  contained 
in  the  question  with  such  explanations  only  as  will  render  the  answer  intelligible."' 
This  plainly  shows  that  questions  must  not  contain  any  thing  debateable  or  liable  to 
provoke  discussion. 

It  is  undoubtedly  allowable  in  questions  to  introdace  a  fact  but  it  is  excep- 
tional ;  this  exception  allows  the  mention  of  a  positive  and  non  debaleuble  fact  and 
that,  onlv  to  render  intelligible  the  question  which  is  put. 

In  the  present  case  the  above  mentioned  question  alleges,  "  which  haverecoivod 
no  money  or  almost  none  of  the  grant  which  was  voted  last  session."  It  is  easy  to 
see  that  this  sentence  contains  a  very  debateable  fact  which  would  necessarily  draw 
into  a  discussion  the  Bonorable  Minister  who  has  to  reply  to  it.  Moreover,  this  fact 
is  not  necessary  to  render  the  question  of  the  Honoraole  Member  intelligible ;  for 
his  sole  object  is  to  know  whether  the  Government  has  any  intention  to  give  to  the 
different  Counties  mentioned  in  the  question,  a  portion  of  the  monies  which  the 
House  will  be  called  upon  to  vote  for  colonization  purposes. 

I  therefore  declare  this  question  contrary  to  Bule  Z9  of  this  House,  as  explained 
by  the  Bnglish  Parliamentary  authorities  ;  it  is  out  of  order,  and  I  rule  that  it  be 
struck  from  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

By  Mr.  Gauthiir, —  Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Crovernment  to  remit  the  loan  for 
seed-grain  to  the  Municipalities  of  Chicoutimi  and  Charlevoix,  which  are  presently 
indebted  for  Uie  [same,  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  Municipalities  should 
employ  the  amount  of  the  sums  due  in  local  impi*ovements  ? 

Beply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  My. 

The  matter  is  under  consideration. 

By  Mr.  Meikk. — ^Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  take  the  necessary 
measures  to  secure  the  settlement  of  claims  of  sub-contractors  on  that  part  of 
the  Qtiebec,  Montreal^  Ottawa  and  Occidental  Bail  way,  contracted  for  by  buncan 
McDcnaldy  Bsq.,  not  mentioned  in  the  report  of  Walter  Shanly,  Esq. ;  also  is  it 
the  intention  of  the  Government  to  take  the  necessary  measures  to  secure  the  sett- 
lement of  all  the  claims  of  parties  against  sub- contractors,  mentioned  or  not  men- 
tioned in  said  report  ? 

"   Beply  of  the  Honorable  Mr  Joly. 

The  Government  will  act  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Shanly*8  Beport.  In  the 
settlement  of  claims  against  Mr.  Macdonaldy  the  Government  does  not  think  it 
advisable  to  go  any  f\irther  than  the  sub-contractors'  claims. 

By  Mr.  Magnan. — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government,  in  distributing  the 
colonization  moneys  this  year,  to  grant  to  the  counties  in  which  there  are 
colonization  works  to  be  performed,  and  which  received  none  of  those  moneys  last 
year  a  lager  grant  than  that  allotted  to  the  counties  which  were  more  favored  last 
year  in  the  distribution  of  such  moneys  ? 

Beply  by  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly. 

The  Government  intends  to  distribute  these  funds  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Province. 

By  Mr.  Mathieu, — ^What  will  be  the  approximate  cost  of  the  Bailway  loop-line 
at  TIwee-Rivers;  and  how  much  has  the  Government  paid  for  the  said  line  up  to 
date? 

Beply  by  Honorable  Mr.  Joly. 

The  cost  of  the  loop-line  amounts  to  date  to  the  sum  of  $68,000.  It  will 
require  from  |8,000  to  110,000  to  complete  the  whole,  excepting  the  purchase  of  the 
Farmer  property. 
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By  Mr.  MatMeu.'^Did  the  Government,  under  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  10th 
February,  1879,  promise  to  a  certain  party  who  desired  to  establibh  a  manufactory 
of  superphosphate  of  good  value  and  quality  :  1st,  That  the  Government  would  in- 
troduce, during  the  present  Session,  an  Act  to  amend  the  Acton  Agriculture  so  as  to 
authorize  the  purchase  during  ten  years,  out  of  the  annual  grant  to  Societies  of 
Agriculture,  two  hundred  and  fifty  tons  or  more  of  8uperpho.**hate,  to  be  distributed 
among  the  various  Societies  of  Agriculture  as  a  portion  of  their  annual  giant,  and 
that  the  Grovernment  would  bring  the  phosphate  from  the  mines  to  the  factory  on 
the  Government  roads,  at  a  reduction  of  25  per  cent  on  the  ordinary  tariflf? 

Beply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly. 

The  Government  made  no  promise  to  any  one  in  particular ;  an  Order  ib 
Council  was  passed  adopting  the  saggestions  of  the  Council  of  Agriculture,  and  it  is 
this  Council  which  will  put  its  suf^gestions  into  practice  ;  it  has  the  power  to  do  so, 
without  the  law  being  amended  for  that  purpose. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  first  manufacture  of  superphosphate,  the  Government 
will  carry  the  phosphate  destined  to  be  transformed  into  superphosphate  by  the  said 
manufactory  at  25  per  cent  less  than  the  ordinary  tariff. 

By  Mr.  Mathieu, — ^Has  the  Government,  in  accordance  with  the  Order  in  Coun- 
cil oi  the  21st  March,  1879,  accepted  the  offer  made  by  Dame  Mary  Eleanor  Wescotfy

QUESTIONS  PUT  BT  MBHBERS,  AND  ANSWERS   THERETO. 

By  Mr.  Oagnon — ^Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Grovernment  to  reduce  the  fee  funds 
levied  in  the  judicial  District  of  Kamouraska,  to  the  rate  fixed  for  other  Districts  ? 
Or,  if  they  continue  to  levy  the  present  fees,  whether  it  is  their  intention  to  soon 
rebuild,  upon  the  actual  site,  the  ruinous  and  inadequate  structure  which  serves  as  a 
Court  House  and  Gaol  in  the  said  District,  and  which  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons 
Jiave  condemned  in  all  their  reports? 

Eeply  of  Mr.  Treasurer  LangeUer, 

The  state  of  the  Provincial  Finance  does  not  permit  the  Government  to  under- 
take at  present  the  building  of  a  Court  House  at  Kamouraska. 

As  to  the  fee  fund  levied  in  the  said  District  to  pay  for  debentures  issued  for  the 
huilding  of  the  said  Court  House,  the  Government  is  looking  into  the  question 
whether  it  should  be  reduced,  and  hopes  to  soon  arrive  at  a  satis&ctory  conclusion. 

.  By  Mr.  Frifontaine. — ^Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  t^e  the  neces- 
Bfiry  steps  to  reduce,  to  a  certain  extent,  the  general  and  special  duties  which  suitors 
in  the  District  of  Montreal  are  obliged  to  pay  when  they  have  recourse  to  the  Courts  ? 

Eeply  of  Mr.  Treasurer  Langelier. 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  reduce  for  the  present,  the  taxes 
paid  by  suitors  in  the  District  of  Montreal. 

By  Mr.  Charkbois.'-Ia  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  enable  all  the 
censitaires  of  the  County  of  Laprairie  to  benefit  by  the  remission  of  twenty- 
dve  per  cent  upon  their  arrears,  by  extending  the  delay  to  the  first  April  next,  so 
that  the  yield  of  their  crops  this  year  may  furnish  them  with  the  means  to  take 
advantage  of  such  remission  ? 

Beply  of  Mr.  Commissioner  MarcJiand, 

The  Government  has  lately  consented,  by  Order  in  Council,  to  the  remission  of

The  Honorab'e  Mr.  Irvine  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Laherge^  and  the  Questton 
being  proposed,  That  the  Public  Bills  and  Orders  t)e  not  now  called,  but  that  it  be 
resolved  that  this  jHouse  approves  of  the  policy  of  economy  followed  up  to  thir 
time  by  the  Government,  and  has  full  confidence  that  it  will  continue  to  put  that 
policy  in  practice  and  thus  succeed  in  saving  the  Province  from  the  imposition  of 
new  taxes. 

And  objection  being  taken  that  this  motion  is  not  in  Order. 

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  as  follows  : — 

I  am  called  upon  to  decide  whether  the  motion  of  confidence,  which  is  now 
brotiglit  up,  is  in  onier,  and  the  Honorable  Member  who  contends  that  it  is  not  in 
order  cites,  as  authority  in  support  of  his  views,  Bule  31  of  this  House,  which  says: 
<^Two  dtiys'  notices  shall  be  given  of  a  motion  for  leave  to  present  a  Bill,  Besolotiou 
or  Address,  for  the  appointment  of  any  Committee  or  for  the  putting  of  a  question.** 

I  must,  at  once,  declare  that  this  rule  does  not  apply,  because  the  motion  does 
MOt  involve  M\y  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the  said  rule. 

This  motion  asks  that  the  Public  Bills  and  Orders,  be  not  now  read  but  that 
they  bo  read  only  when  the  House  shall  be  assured  that  the  Government  possesses 
its  confidence.  If  the  Government  does  not  possess  that  confidence,  it  is  no  longer 
a  regular  and  constitutional  Government,  and  the  House  cannot  regularly  proceed 
to  logisjato  for  the  Province.  It  is,  therefore,  very  important,  to  ascertain  whether 
the  vote,  which  the  incidents  of  the  previous  sitting  brought  on,  means  that  the 
Government  has  lost  the  confidence  of  the  House. 

The  exceptional  importance  of  the  motion  now  made  will  be  at  once  seen,  and  it 
will,  at  the  same  time,  be  understood  that  it  cannot  be  subjected  to  the  requirements 
of  Rule  31,  which  orders  a  notice  of  two  days. 

If  the  Government  does  not  possess  the  confidence  of  the  House,  the  latter  finda 
itself  in  an  abnormal  state ;  and  it  is  urgent  that  the  fact  be  established  so  that  it 
may  (according  to  circumstances),  regularly  and  constitutionally  proceed  with 
legislation.    Such  is  the  real  object  of  the  motion. 

If  I  were  to  apply  to  this  motion  the  requirements  of  Rule  31,  the  object  of  the 
motion  would  not  no  attained,  and  the  remedy,  which  it  is  desired  to  apply  to  the 
present  state  of  things  and  which  it  is  urgent  to  apply  at  onco,  would  be  too  late 
and  consequently  illusory. 

I  therefore  decide  that  Rule  31  does  not  apply  to  the  exceptional  motion,  which 
is  now  presented,  and  I  declare  it  in  order. 

Mr.  Gagnon  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Dupuis,  and  the  previous  Question  being 
proposed.  That  the  Question  be  now  put ; 

And  a  Debate  arising  thereupon ; 

And  objection  being  taken  that  this  motion  is  not  in  order,  inasmuch  as  the 
previous  Question  cannot  be  moved  as  against  a  motion  in  amendment. 

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  this  Question  is  in  Order. 
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The  Honorable  Mr.  Chapleau  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.   Larangett  ^UMJl  the 
^ueatiOB  being  proposed,  That  the  Debate  be  adjourned. 

And  a  Debate  arising  thereupon  ; 

And  it  being  six  of  the  clock,  P.  H.,  Kr.  Speaker  left  the  Chair.

The  Order  of  the  Day  being  read  far  resuming'  the  adjourned  Debate  npoa  th^ 
amendment  which  was^  yesterday,  proposed  to  be  made  to  the  proposed  ameodmenti 
to  the  Question,  That  ihe  Beport  of  the  GommLttee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  BUI 
to  amend  the  Act  incorporating  the  Parish  of  Laprairie  Turnpike  Koad  Company- 
be  n<m.  received  ;  and  which  amendment  was.  That  all  the  woras  after  "  the  "  1^  tlf^ 
eed  of  tbe  Question,  be  lofl  out,  and  the  words  '<  Bill  be  re-committed  to  a  Comn^ittoe 
of  the  Whole  House  to  be  amended  as  follows  : 

The  third  section  of  the  said  Act  shall  be  re-enacted  Und  replace  section  8;o£ 
the  Act  hereby  amended  and  shall  read  as  follows  : — 

The  bridges  cro.^sed  by  the  said  macadamized  road  shall  be  built  %nd  maintained; 
by  the  said  Company,  less  those  of  eight  feet  long  and  under,  which  shall  be  under 
l£e  charge  of  the  Munipalities  or  the  interested  parties  mentioned  in  the  procis 
verbaux  or  municipal  by-laws,  and  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  under  the 
Authority  of  the  Municipality  therein  interested. 

Provided,  always,  tnat  if  the  said  Company,  in  order  to  level  the  road,  should 
deem  it  advisable  to  remove  one  or  more  of  the  bridges  lastly  mentioned,  such 
bridgo  or  bridges  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  by  the  said  Company. 

Section  9  of  the  present  Act  and  section  32  of  the  Act  hereby  amendecl  is  struck 
out,  and  the  following  substituted  therefor.  « 

The  tolls  which  the  said  Company  is  authorized  to  levy  under  the  present  Act, 
upon  the  said  road,  shall  not  exceed,  going  and  coming,  counting  from  one  toll  bar 
where  toll  should  be  paid,  to  the  next  toll  bar,  across  the  said  road,  in  the  direction 
from  which  the  vehicle  or  the  animal  is  coming,  for  which  the  said  toll  should  bo 
paid,  two  cents  per  mille  for  every  vehicle  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  draught 
animal,  and  three  cents  per  mile  for  every  vehicle  drawn  by  more  than  one  horse  or 
other  draught  animal :  for  every  sheep  or  pig  half  a  cent  per  mile  ;  for  every  horse, 
with  or  without  a  rider,  and  for  each  ox,  cow,  or  other  horned  cattle,  one  cent  per 
mile;  provided,  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Company  to  take,  aa^ 
subscribers,  all  persons  on  the  conditions  which  the  Directors  may  deem  advisable  ; 
And  provided  also,  that  the  tolls  which  the  Company  may  impose  under  the  present 
section  be  at  the  same  rate  per  mile  for  the  whole  length  of  the  same  road  and  on 
each  portion  thereof;  and  that  the  traveller  shall  have  the  libertv  to  pay  only  one  half 
of  the  toll  above  mentioned,  for  his  vehicle  or  aiiimals,  if  ho  does  not  return  by  the 
same  road  or  if  he  prefers  to  pay  only  one  way.  And  provided  also,  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Company  to  have  one  toll  gate  only  on  the  road 
now  made  or  which  will  be  extended,  as  above  mentioned,  it  being  well  understood 
that  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  it  may,  in  its  discretion,  erect  other 
toll  gates,"  inserted  instead  thereof;  and  which  amendment  to  the  said  proposed 
amendment  was.  That  all  the  words  after  "  the  "  to  the  end  thereof  be  left  out  and 
the  words,  '*  second  section  of  the  present  Act  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following  words :  the  bridges  which  shall  be  crossed  by  that'portion  of  the 
read  which  the  Company  may  hereafter  make,  shall  be  made  and  maintained  by  the 
said  Company,  excepting  those  which,  by  the  provisions  of  the  Muncipal  Code,  are 
to  be  maintained  by  the  Corporations  or  by  the  parties  interested,  either  under 
procis  verbaux  or  by-laws ;  provided  always,  that  if  the  said  Company,  for  the  purpose 
of  repairing  any  such  portion  of  the  said  road  as  it  may  hereafter  make^  deem  it 
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adviBablo  to  remove  one  or  more  of  the  bridges  last  mentioned,  it  shall  bnild  snch 
bridges  at  its  own  expense,  but  the  maintenance  thereof  shall  be  provided  for  by 
ihe  Corporal  ions  interested  therein. 

And  the  tolls  which  the  said  Company  is  authorized  to  levy  on  any  portion  of 
the  Faid  road  which  it  is  authorized  to  construct  under  the  present  Act,  going  and 
coming,  from  one  toll  bar,  where  toll  should  be  paid,  to  the  next  toll  bar  across  any 
ench  part  of  the  said  road,  in  the  direction  from  which  the  vehicle  or  the  animal 
fdir  which  the  said  toll  should  be  paiJ,  shall  have  come,  shall  bo  as  follows  : 
VoT  each  two-wheeled  vehicle,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  draught  animal,  two 
cents  and  a  half;  for  each  four-wheeled  vehicle,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  draught 
animal,  three  cents  ;  for  each  other  vehicle,  drawn  by  mor6"  than  one  horse  or  other 
draught  animal,  an  additional  sum  of  one  half  cent ;  for  each  sheep,  or  pig,  one  half 
cent  per  mile  ;  for  each  horse  without  a  rider,  for  each  ox,  cow  or  other  horned 
animal,  one  cent  per  mile  ;  for  each  horse  with  its  rider,  two  cents  per  mile  ;  pro- 
Tided  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Company  to  accept  all  persons  as 
subscribers,  under  the  conditions  which  the  Directors  may  deem  advisable ;  and  pro- 
Tided  also,  that  the  rates  of  toll,  which  the  Company  is  authorized  to  levy  in  virtue 
of  the  presetit  section,  bo  at  the  same  rates  per  mile  for  the  whole  of  the  road  to  be 
built  in  future,"  inserted  instead  thereof.

The  Honorable  Premier  is  called  upon  to  draft  a  motion  in  writing  and  in  sup- 
port of  this  demand,  Bule  33  of  the  House  is  cited.  I  must  at  once  declare  that 
this  Bule  does  not  appl3^ 

The  only  one  wnich  applies  to  the  present  case  is  the  25th.  If  the  Hon. 
Premier  asked  that  the  House  do  now  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  npon  the 
Luke  8t,  John  Bailway  Besolutions,  a  motion  would  be  required  and,  in  that  case, 
Bule  33  might  bo  applied.  I  must  add  that  if  the  House  or  any  one  Member  in- 
sisted upon  such  motio!!  being  made  in  writing,  I  could  be  perhaps  compelled  tohave 
Bule  33  complied  with,  and  to  order  the  accomplishment  of  such  formality.  Still  it 
would  assuredly  be  a  new  proceeding  and  one  contrary  to  the  Parliamentary  practice 
followed  since  a  long  time,  by  this  House. 

But  the  Honorable  Premier  does  not  ask  that  the  House  go  into  Committee. 
He  asks  leave  to  withdraw  or  drop  his  resolutions.  For  that  purpose  it  is  not 
necessary  that  a  motion  be  made,  and  Bule  33  does  not  apply.  A  declaration  is 
required  and  rule  25  only  applies. 

This  declaration  has  been  made  by  saying  the  word  "dropped"  or  "adjourned  " 
and  it  is  sufficient.  I  therefor  order  that  the  formalities  required  by  the  said  Bnle 
be  observed.

Township  of  Hull,  for  municipal  and  other  purposes  ;  and  section  two  of  the  Act

Beply  of  Mr.  Commissioner  MarcJiand. — ^The  Government  will  commence  the 
cadastre  in  the  County  of  Huntingdon  during  the  present  year. 

Bj  Mr.  Mathieu. — Does  the  Government  intend  to  ask  for  tenders  fur  the  eoa- 
struction  of  the  Eailway  iVom  Aylmer  to  the  most  convenient  point  in  the  County  of 
PontiaCy  for  effecting  the  junction  of  the  Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottawa  and  OccideAtal 
Bailway,  with  the  subsidized  portion  of  the  Pacific  Bail  way  ? 

Reply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly. — Yes.

Reply  of  Mr.  Treasurer  Zronge/t^r — ^The  receipts  and  the  payments  mentioned 
in  the  question,  are  shown  in  .the  Public  Accounts  for  1878^-79,  laid  before  the 
House. 

By  Mr.  Mathieu, — What  will  be  the  appoximate  total  cost  of  the  Railway  line 
from  Aylmer  to  the  most  favorable  point  in  the  County  of  Pantiac,  for  the  efi'eeting 
of  ihe]\xnQiWQT\  of  i\\Q  Quebec,  Montreal,  Ottawa^  and  Omi/enfa/ Railway,  with  the 
subsidized  portion  of  the  Pacific  Road? 

Reply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly. — About  $600,000.  See  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioners, page  10  of  No.  XI  of  the  Sessional  papers  '11  to  *78. 

By  Mr.  Mathieu. — Has  the  Government  entered  into  any  agreement,  or  has  it 
awarded  any  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  Railway, 
from  Aylmer  to  the  most  favorable  point  in  the  County .  of  Pontiac,  to  effect  the 
junction  thereof  with  the  subsidized  portion  of  the  Pacific  Railway? 

Reply  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Jb^y.— Not  yet. 

By  Mr.  DesauMers.'-Tin&  the  Government  taken  the  necessary  measurea  soon 
to  do  justice  to  the  complaints  and  petitions  addressed  to  the  Government  by  the 
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farmers  of  the  Countiefl  of  St  Maurice  and  Maskinongi,  relating  to  certain  repairs 
to  bo  done  to  that  portion  of  Quebec^  Montreal^  Ottawavitii  Occidental  Railway  which 
passes  through  the  said  two  counties  ? 

Beply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly  ; 

The  Commissioner  of  Agricnltnre  and  Public  Works  has  often  called  the  atten- 
tion of, the  contrators  and  engineers  to  these  complaints  and  petitions,  and  has  givem 
instructions  for  the  necessary  works.  In  several  cases,  the  works  asked  for  have 
been  carried  out,  and  thoCommi&<iioncr  will,  as  soon  as  possible,  see  to  the  carrying 
oat  of  such  works  as  yet  unfinished  and  which  are  justly  claioied. 

By  Mr.  Picard. — Is  it  the  indention  of  the  Government  to  introduce  at  this 
Session,  a  measure  providing  for  the  just  and  equitable  distribution  of  colonisa- 
tion monies,  among  all  the  counties  which  are  being  settled  ;  and  if  not,  whether

Reply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly  ; 

The  Government  is  disposed  to  distribute  the  Colonization  grant  in  the  manner 
best  calculated  to  promote  colonization. 

By  Mr.  ffo^rnon.— Why  Polydare  Langlais,  Esq.,  late  clerk.of  the  Circuit  Court 
and  Inspector  of  Licences  for  the  District  of  Kamouraska,  was  dismissed  from  oflSoe  ? 

And  objection  being  taken  that  this  question  is  not  in  order,  that  any  demand 
respecting  the  dismissal  of  a  public  employee  should  be  made  by  an  address, 
praying  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  cause  to  be  laid  before  this  House 
the  corraspondence  respecting  such  dismissal.

By  Mr.  St,  Oyr.^Ia  it  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  put  into  effect  by 
the  introduction  of  a  Bill,  the  Resolutions  laid  before  the  House,  respecting  the 
amount  granted  to  the  Quebec  and  Lake  St.  John  Railway  Company  ? 

Reply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly ; 

The  Grovernment  has  already  acquainted  the  House  with  its  intentions  con- 
cerning these  Resolutions. 

By  Honorable  Mr.  Chapleau, — Have  any  special  warrants  been  issued  since 
the  30th  June  last  past;  and  if  any  have  been  issued,  for  what  amount  and  for  what 
purpose  have  such  warrants  been  issued  ? 

Reply  of  Mr.  Treasurer  LangeUer  ; 

No  special  warrants  have  been  issued  since  the  30th  June  last.  Some  warrants 
have  been  issued,  but  on  account  of  the  supplies  for  this  year  and  for  items  the 
whole  amount  whereof  had  already  been  voted  by  this  House. 
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Bj  Mr.  Beryevin.— It  the  Groyernment  disposed  to  assist  the  macadamising  of 
the  road  of  the  County  of  Beauhamois,  seeing  that  an  amount  has  already  lieen 
subscribed  for  that  purpose? 

Reply  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly  ; 

The  Government  is  disposed  to  grant  aid,  for  the  macadamizing  of  the 
roads,  not  only  to  the  County  of  Beauhamois^  but  to  others  also ;  but  the  arrange- 
ments which  would  place  the  Government  in  a  position  to  grant  such  aid,  have  not 
yet  been  made.

The  dates  on  which  the  interest  falls  due  are  the  first  of  January  and  the  first 
of  July.  The  Corporation  of  Three  Rivers  has  not  refused  to  pay  the  interest  in 
question,  as  they  were  not  asked  to  do  so.  It  will  be  bound  to  pay  them  only  when 
the  road  is  completed.  The  amount  of  debentures  so  handed  to  the  Government 
is  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

By  Mr.  J/fl/Aieii.— What  is  the  date  of  maturing  of  the  debentures  of  the  City 
of  Quebec  handed  to  the  Government  on  accouut  of  its  subscription  to  the  QueheCy 
Montreal^  Ottawa  and  Occidental  Railwuy ;  and  has  the  Corporation  of  Quebec  paid 
any  of  the  said  interest,  or  does  it  pay  it ;  and  if  so,  why  ? 

What  is  the  amount  of  debentures  so  handed  to  the  Government  ? 

Eeply  of  Mr.  Treasurer  Langelier ; 

The  dates  on  which  the  said  interest  will  fall  due  are  the  first  of  January  and 
the  first  of  July.  The  Corporation  of  Quebec  paid  them,  on  the  first  July  last,  on  the 
first  $143,000,  but  the  amount  has  been  oris  to  bo  refunded  to  it  by  the  Grovernment; 
for  it  will  only  be  held  to  bear  the  interest  without  recourse,  when  the  road  is 
completed.  As  for  the  $257,000  last  issued,  as  they  have  not  yet  been  negociated, 
the  Government  has  not  to  pay  any  interest  on  them. 

The  whole  amount  of  debentures  handed  by  the  Corporation  of  Quebec  to  the 
Government  is  $400^000.

This  latter  part  of  the  Hesolation  simply  means  that  the  House  may  refer  to 
these  Committees  all  the  matters  and  things  which  immediately  pertain  to  Legis- 
lation and  which  are  the  attributes  and  within  the  Province  of  these  various  Com- 
mittees. Still  the  House  has  a  right,  if  it  deems  advisable,  to  alter  the  duties  of 
oho  of  these  various  Standing  Committees  and  to  confide  to  it  matters  or  things 
which  are  not  by  right  within  its  Province  ;  but  in  such  case  and  upon  an  order  of 
the  House,  that  Committee  becomes  temporarily,  for  that  particular  object  which  is 
confided  to  it,  a  Select  Committee.

The  Government  has  not  yet  entered  into  any  arrangements  with  the  Company 
in  qaestioD,  bat  is  quite  prepared  to  do  so.

spectors of  potash,  pork,  beef,  flour,  butter  or  other  produce,  railways,  telegraph, 
insurance,  or  gas  companies,  steamboats,  steamers  or  companies  doing  business  in 
the  said  town,  the  proprietors  or  agents  of  thentres,  circuses,  menageries,  billiard- 
rooms,  restauranit<,  saloons,  pigeon-hole  tables,  bagatelle  boai-ds,  or  any  other 
8j)ecics  of  game,  and  all  merchants,  manufacturers  and  incorporated  companies  or 
other  persons  exercising  their  profession,  business,  tr:ide  or  industry,  from  which 
jjrotit  18  derived,  &c.,  either  under  the  above  mentioned  name  or  which  are  now  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  exorcised  or  carried  on  in  the  said  town,  to  take  out  a 
license  or  licenses  from  the  corporation  to  permit  them  to  exercise  such  profession,*' 
business,  trade  or  industry,  or  to  keep  such  houses  or  vehicles,  and  to  pay  for  such 
licenses,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollare,  according  to  the  scale  which 
may  be  fixed  by  the  council  of  "the  said  town  ;  the  whole  under  the  penalty  which 
may  be  established  by  the  council;  notwithstanding  what  is  above  mentioned,  the 
council  of  the  said  town  may  impose  on  all  railway  companies  of  the  city  of  Mon- 
treaty  an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  car,  omnibus  or  vehicle, 
which  shall  be  used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  within  the  limits  of  the 
said  town." 

The  following  words  shall  form  section  14.    The  said  Town  Council  may  by 
by-law  compel  and  oblige  every  person  or  persons  who  do  not  reside  within  the  limits 
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of  the  said  Town,  and  who  sell,  retail,  expose  for  sale  or  poddleany  species  of  goods 
and  elTccts  or  who  cause  such  goods  or  effects  of  any  nature  whatsover  to  bo  sold, 
retailed  peddled  or  exposed  for  sale,  to  take  out  a  license  and  to  pay  for  such  license 
a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  according  to  the  scale  which  may  be  established 
by  the  Council  of  the  said  Town,  the  whole  under  such  penalties  as  may  bo  fixed  by 
the  Council.

Beply  of  Mr,  Commissioner  MarcJumcL 

The  office  of  wood-ranger  is  not  a  permanent  position.  The  persons  who  had 
been  habitually  employed  as  wood-rangei-s  were  informed  in  1878,  by  the  Crovern- 
ment  that  their  services  would  not  be  longer  required. 

The  woods' rangers  heretofore  received  during  the  time  they  worked,  two 
dollars  per  day,  and  their  travelling  expenses ;  now  the  persons  performing  the 
duties  of  that  office  receive  for  all  emolument,  twenty  per  cent  on  the  duties  for 
cutting  timber,  arising  from  convictions  for  infringements  obtamed  by  them.  The 
wood-rangers  Qf  the  Ottawa  region  have  been  continued  on  the  former  conditions^ 
owing  to  circumstances  peculiar  to  that  portion  of  the  Province. 
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By  Mr.  Picardy — Is  Ib  true  that  Messrs  J.  B,  Richard  and  Alfred  Beaubien^ 
towards  the  month  of  February  or  of  March  last,  received  instructions  to  act  as 
wood-rangers,  in, the  room  and  stead  of  Mr.  </.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mathieu,  seconded  by  Mr.  WUrtele, 

Besolvedy — ^That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Honor  the  Lieatenaat- 
Govemor,  praying  His  Honor  to  cause  to  be  laid  before  this  House, — Copies  of  all 
by-laws  which  have  not  yet  been  laid  before  this  House,  passed  by  Municipal! ties  to 
subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Northern  Colonization  Hallway  Company  of 
Mmtreal  and  of  the  North  Shore,  or  to  grant  a  bonus  to  the  said  Companies. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Addresses  he  presented  to  His  Honor  by  such  Members 
of  this  House  as  are  of  the  Honorable  the  Executive  Council  of  this  Province. 

Mr.  Taillon  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Loranger,  and  the  Question  being  pro- 
posed, That  a  Select  Committee  composed  of  Messrs.  Nelson,  Laberge,  BouHlU^,

On  motion  of  the  Honorable  Mr.  Joly,  seconded  by  Mr.  Treasurer  LangeUer, 
Resolved,  That  this  House  will,  immediately,  resolve  itself  into  aCommittee  to 
consider  a  certain  proposed  Besolution  respecting  unemployed  labourers. 

The  House  accordingly  resolved  itself  into  said  Committee.

Whereas,  certain  Colonization  Societies  have  been  or  are  about  being  formed  in 
the  Cities  of  Quebec  and  Montreal,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  settlement  of 
unemployed  workmen  and  other  persons  on  the  public  lands  and  thus  save  them  from 
the  hardships  which  thei*eaten  them,  by  assisting  them  to  reach  the  Localities  to 
open  up  their  first  clearings  and  to  enable  them  to  subsist  until  ihoy  shall  have 
reaped  their  first  harvest;  and  whereas,  it  is  desirable  that  such  societies  should 
be  encouraged  to  follow  up  this  enterprise  which  is  so  useful  to  the  Province  and 
to  encourage  the  formation  of  new  Societies  with  the  same  object  as  above,  in  the 
said  Cities  : 
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Bo  it  resolved,  that  when  a  Colonization  Society  of  this  kind  ehall  have  been 
regularly  organized  in  one  of  the  Electoral  Divisions  of  the  City  of  Quebec  or  of 
the  City  of  Montreal^  that  is  to  say,  when  it  shall  have  eomplied  with  the  formalities 
required  by  the  Act  32  Vict,  chap.  14,  intituled  :  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  form- 
ation and  encouragement  of  Colonization  Societies,"  and  shall  have  been  duly 
recognized  as  prescribed  by  Section  5  of  the  said  Act,  it  shall  be  entitled  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  to  a  subsidy  equal  to  one  half  of  *the  amount  subscribed  and 
paid  by  its  members  and  by  the  Municipalities  as  well  as  by  other  persons  to  the 
extent  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for  each  of  the  aforesaid  Cities  of  Qi^^^^c  and 
Montreal ;  the  intention  of  this  House  being  that  the  Public  Treasury  should  contri- 
bute to  the  settlement  upon  the  Public  Lands  of  a  maximun  of  five  hundred  families, 
at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  at  most,  for  each  of  the  Cities  of 
Quebec  and  Montreal^  on  condition  that  the  citizens  of  the  said  two  Cities  shall  con- 
tribute either  individually  or  by  municipal  grants  or  otherwise  to  an  amount  double 
that  offered  by  the  Province.

aged to  follow  up  this  enterprise  whieh  is  so  useful  to  the  Province  and  to  encourage 
the  formation  of  new  Societies  with  the  same  object  as  above,  in  the  said  Cities  : 

Be  it  resolved,  that  when  a  Colonization  Society  of  this  kind  shall  have  been 
regularly  organized  in  one  of  the  Electoral  Divisions  of  the  City  of  Quebec  or  of  the 
City  of  Montreal,  that  is  to  say,  when  it  shall  have  complied  with  the  formalities 
requirBd  by  the  Act  32  Victoria,  Chap.  14,  intituled  :  '<  An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
formation  and  encouragement  of  Colonization  Societies,"  and  shall  nave  been  duly 
recognized  as  prescribe  by  section  5  of  the  said  Act,  it  shall  be  entitled  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  to  a  subsidy  equal  to  one  half  of  the  amount  subscribed  and  paid  by 
its  Members  aiid  by  the  Municipalities  as  well  as  by  other  persons  to  the  extent  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  for  each  of  the  aforesaid  Cities  of  Quebec  and  Montreal;  the 
intention  of  this  House  being  that  the  Public  Trei«sury  should  contribute  to  the 
settlement  upon  the  Public  Lands  of  a  maximum  of  five  hundred  families,  at  the 
rate  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  at  most,  for  each  of  the  Cities  of  Quebec  and 
Montreal,  on  condition  that  the  citizens  of  the  said  two  Cities  shall  contribute,  either 
individually  or  by  municipal  grants  or  otherwise,  to  an  amount  double  that  ofiferod 
by  the  Province, 

The  said  Besolution  being  read  a  second  time,  was  agreed  to.

That,  according  to  the  principles  of  the  British  Constitution,  as  long  since  under- 
stood and  practised,  the  fate  of  a  Government  depends,  not  upon  tbo  Upper  House, 
but  ^on  the  elective  branch  of  Parliament, 

That  this  House  has,  during  the  present  Session,  frequently  given  unequivocal 
proof  of  its  confidence  in  the  advisers  of  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and 
specially  bv  voting  the  Supplies  asked  by  them.  '

Sib, 

I  have  the  honor  to  imform  you   that  the  Ministry  has  been  defeated  by  a 
majority  af  six  votes,  upon  a  motion  which  my  Colleagues  and  myself  regard  as  a 
vote  of  want  of  confidence. 
24 
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This  vote  is  the  result  of  the  unconstitutioDal  jwsilion  taken  by  the  JLcgislativo 
roiiticil,  and  I  do  not  consider  tl»at  it  expresses  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the 
electors  «>f  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

It  is  my  duty  to  ask  your  Honor  for  a  dissolution  of  the  Legislative  Aseembly, 
with  a  view  to  an  immediate  appeal  to  the  people.  I  firmly  believe  that  the  result 
of  the  general  elections,  which  I  now  ask  of  you,  will  bo  to  give  the  Government  a 
much  lurjtrer  majority  than  that  which  it  has  hitherto  had. 

Permit  mo  to  add  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  pre  ent  circumstances  require  that 
an  immediate  opportunity  t>o  given  the  people  to  pronounce  upon  the  constitutional 
question  raited  by  the  acfion  of  the  Legiblative  Council  in  regard  to  the  Supplies.

The  Lieutenant-Governor  has  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the 
request  made  to  him,  by  the  Executive  Council,  of  which  you  are  the  head,  to  dtaaolve 
the  present  Parliament.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  does  not  overlook  the  embarrass- 
ment of  the  present  situation ;  and  ho  understands  how  important  it  is  for  him  to  be 
doubly  prudent  and  impartial  in  the  midst  of  the  violent  contentions  which  have 
divided  public  opinion  for  some  timo  past 

Tho  Lieutenant -Goveri  or  desires  at  tl>e  outset  to  call  the  attention  of  his 
Ministers  to  the  ditferenco  which  exists  between  their  position  and  his,  on  a  queetion 
such  af)  tlint  now  under  consideration.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  tho  privilege 
of  dissolving  Parliament  is  one  of  tho  most  valued  prerogatives  of  the  Sovereign, 
and  that  it  is  the  right  and  the  dut>  of  the  representative  of  the  Crown  to  control 
itsoxercio.  Kow,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  tho  Cabinet  cannot  place  them- 
holvcH  flt  tho  hnmo  point  de  we  as  regards  tho  subject  of  this  prerogative. 

Tho  first  care  of  a  Government,  under  tho  political  system  by  which  we  are 
ruled,  is  undoubtedly,  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  Country  for  the  best,  but, 
in  all  cases,  by  means  of  a  party ;  while  as  to  the  representative  of  the  Crown, 
parties  count  for  nothing.  Although  the  Lieutenant-Governor  is  always  disposed 
to  lend  the  sanction  of  his  authority  to  Legislative  or  administrative  Acta  whica  are 
manifestly  free  from  all  blame,  and  which  every  sound  administration  might 
consider  useful  or  necessary,  ho  is  strictly  bound  to  enquire  whether  the  more  than 
ordinary  exercise  of  tho  Eoyal 'prerogatives,  with  which  he  is  invested,  is  required 
for  the  greater  advantage  of  the  Province ;  for  he  is  responsible  towards  the  (>own 
for  all  political  troubles  and  financial  damages  from  which  fie  can  save  the  Country, 
but  from  which  he  does  not. 

When  the  Lieutenant-Governor  received  your  request,  what  first  struck  him 
was  the  fact  that,  since  vour  assumption  of  power,  you  had  already  asked  the 
Crown  for  a  dissolution  and  had  obtained  it.  Two  dissolutions  for  the  same  Cabinet, 
the  extraordinary  exercise  of  the  most  valued  of  the  Soyal  prerogatives  granted  twice 
to  the  same  administration,  with  an  interval  of  a  few  months,  such  was  the  first 
idea  which  presented  itself  to  the  mind  of  tho  Lieutenant-Governor  1  Immediately 
after  your  entering  into  ofGce,  you  asked  the  Crown  to  dissolve  Parliament,  and 
3^ott  h»d  a  General  Election.  You  came  out  of  the  electoral  struggle — ^with  a 
majority,  according  to  you, — with  a  minority  according  to  your  opponents.    But, 
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in  point  of  fact,  you  were  enabled  to  carry  on  the  Government,  at  first,  with  the 
vote  of  the  Speaker  only,  and  subsequently,  with  a  majority  varying  from  four  to 
two  votes ;  and  finally,  you  come  and  announce  to-day  to  the  representative  of  the 
Crown,  that  you  find  yourself  in  the  House,  formed  under  the  Elections  asked  for 
by  youi-self,  in  a  minority  of  six  votes,  and  you  urge  a  fresh  dissolution. 

Is  it  in  the  public  interest  that  the  Province  should  be  subjected  so  frequently 
to  general  elections  T  Is  it  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  Constitution  that 
Parliament  should  be  dissolved  so  often  ?  Does  the  renewal  of  the  popular  repre- 
sentation at  such  brief  intervals  tend  to  ensure  the  stability  and  good  working  of 
our  political  institutions  ?  To  all  these  questions,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  d^ems 
it  his  duty  to  answer  :  No.  The  wise  authority  accorded  to  us  by  the  Constitution 
which  wo  enjoy,  has  decided  that  the  General  Elections  for  this  Province  should 
take  place  every  four  years  ;  and  this  period  is  not  so  long  that  it  should  be  still 
further  shortened,  except  for  reasons  of  extraordinary  gravity.  The  Prime  Minister 
understands  the  deep  and  prolonged  agitation  into  which  a  General  Election  plungea  * 
society  at  largo,  as  well  as  the  divisions  and  the  demoralization  which  follow  it. 
Apart  from  these  )x>litical  and  social  considerations,  there  are  those  of  a  financial 
character.  A  General  Election,  and  the  Session,  which  a  dissolution  at  this  moment 
would  render  inevitable,  would  cost  the  Country  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  ;  and 
this  is  an  expenditure  which,  in  the  financial  situation  in  which  wo  are  placed,  needs 
to  be  duly  considered. 

However,  if  there  were  reasons  sufficiently  grave  and  serious  to  outweigh  all 
other  considerations,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  admits  that  a  dissolution  might  be 
had  recourse  to.  But  do  such  like  reasons  exist  in  the  present  case  ?  A  dissolution  can 
have  but  one  object,  and  that  is  to  maintain  in  power,  certain  men  or  certain 
parties.  There  would  not  be  in  this  asufficient  compensation  for  the  sacrifices  which  . 
the  Country  would  be  called  upon  to  make.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  is  quite  pre- 
pared to  admit  that  the  views  of  his  Ministers  are  of  the  highest  character,  and  that 
the  contests  which  they  have  carried  on  have  been  inspired  by  the  purest  motives  : 
but  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  share  duties  and  rchponsibilitios,  each  one  must 
look  upon  the  matter  from  his  own  standpoint,  and  perform  the  task  which  his  posi- 
tion imposes  on  him.  Under  the  present  circumstances,  one  of  the  reasons  which 
might  be  brought  forward  in  support  of  an  appeal  to  the  people,  would  be  the  neces- 
Hity  of  restoring  harmony  between  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature.  But  this 
harmony  is  very  nearly  restored,  and  if  there  exists  any  other  method  than 
•dissolution,  to  complete  the  reconciliation  oi  the  Council  with  the  Assembly, 
the  Lientenant-Gt)vernor  considers  that  it  is  his  duty  to  make  use  of  it.  The 
question  for  the  Lieutenant-Governor  to  decide,  is  not  whether  the  Government  is 
to  become  the  victim  of  what  his  advisers  call  an  in*esponsibIe  body.  So  long  as 
his  Ministers  possessed  the  confidence  of  the  popular  branch  of  the  Legislature,  he 
considered  them  as  the  representatives  of  the  will  of  the  people  and  maintained  them 
in  their  position,  contrary  to  the  wish  expressed  by  the  Legislative  Council.  Bat 
now  the  majority  which  the  Government  had  in  the  Legislative  Assembly  has 
become  a  minority.  The  two  branches  of  the  Legislature  a^ree  upon  one  of  the 
znost  important  points,  namely,  a  change  of  Government ;  and  it  cannot  be  alleged 
that  recourse  must  be  had  to  extraordinary  means  to  terminate  a  conflict  whieh  is 
in  a  fair  way  to  be  terminated  by  ordinary  ones. 

The  necessity  of  restoring  harmony  in  Parliament  could  not  therefore  justifp-  a 
<iis6olution,  after  the  recent  vote  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  a  vote  which  you  con- 
sider as  one  of  want  of  confidence.  But  you  say:  "  I  do  not  think  that  this  vote 
expresses  the  opinion  of  the  people  of  this  Province."  It  is,  however,  the  vote  of  the 
Souse  of  your  choiee,  of  the  Mouse  elected  under  your  auspices,  under  exceptionally 
favorable  circumstances,  after  a  dissolution  asked  for  by  yourself.  And  you  would 
eolicit  the  people  to  renew  an  Assembly  which  you  yourself  caused  to  be  elected, 
eighteen  montns  ago  1    The  Lieutenant-Governor*  regard  being  had  to  these  par^ 
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t>^1ar  ciropmstanoes,  oanDOt  undentand  oppn  ;«^hatbaBi8  rests  the  eonvioUon  irkkk 
jfjtjpL  .im^Difest  with  roBpeot  to  tbo  rosnU  of  oew  General  Eleetions. 

Finally,  you  declare  that,  in  yoar  opinion,  the  late  events  require  that  an 
Snumediate  opportunity  should  be  afforded  to  the  people  to  pronounce  upon  Ike 
constitutional  questions  raised  by  the  action  of  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  Supplies. 
The  Lieutenant-Governor  sees  no  necessity  for  appealing  to  the  people  on  this  point. 
The  absolute  right  of  the  Council, — at  least  such  is  the  impression  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor, — ^is  contested  by  no  one,  so  that  there  only  remains  to  be  discussed  the 
question  of  fitness  of  time.  Now,  the  representatives  of  the  pncople,  elected  scarcely 
eighteen  months  ago,  expressed  their  opinion  upon  this  question  before  the  adjourn^ 
ment  of  the  House ;  and  the  fact  that,  since  that  adjournment,  the}''  have  voted  want 
of  confidence  in  the  administration,  does  not  reverse  their  previous  verdict  on  the 
question  at  issue,  and  is  not  sufficient  of  itself  to  warrant  a  dissolution.  It  appears 
tatheLieutenant-Governor,  that  there  could  not  be  a  more  impolitic  Act  than  to 
revive,  by  a  proceeding  altogether  out  of  the  ordinary  coureo,  a  difficulty  aljready 
settled  ;  and  an  appeal  to  the  people  at  the  pret»ent  time  could  bear  no  other  signi- 
fication. 

For  all  thcKc  reasons,  the  Lieutenaitt-Governor.  deeply  penetrated  with  the 
feeling  of  his  responsibility  towards  the  Crown  whicn  he  represents,  and  towards 
the  people  of  this  Province,  does  not  deem  it  bis  duty  to  exercise  the  royal  prero- 
gative for  the  purpose  of  dissolving  the  Parliament,  as  you  ask  him  to  do,

I  am  happy  to  see  that,  in  conibrmity  with  my  message  to  the  Logislaiivd 
Council,  dated  the  thirteenth  of  September,  harmony  has  been  restored  between  the 
Legislative  Council  and  the  Legislative  Assembly,  and  I  hope  that  this  good  under- 
standing  will  continue  between  the  twobranches  of  the  Logislatare. 

I  congratulate  you,  at  the  same  time,  on  the  application  and  assidatty  wiU 
which  you  have  considered  the  measures  that  have  men  submitted  to  yoo. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assanbly^ 

I  thank  you  for  the  liberality  with  which  you  have  voted  the  Supplies,  and  I 
shall  be  careful  that  the  best  use  is  made  of  the  sums  that  you  have  placed  at  tho 
disposal  of  the  Government. 

Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Council ; 

Gentlemen  of  the  Legislative  Assembly :   ■ 

Accept  my  best  wishes  for  your  happiness  and  that  of  your  families,  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  peace  and  harmony  so  necessary  for  the  true  progress  of  a  natiofi. 
Then,  the. Honorable  the  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Council  said:

FINAL   REPORT. 

I 

Of  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  abandonment 
or  transfer  by  the  Government  of  the  claims  of  the  Crown  upon 
the  Notre-Dame  des  Anges  Farm,  as  well  as  the  transfer  of 
the  rights  of  the  Crown  to  Bickell's  Bridge. 

Quebec^  22nd  August,  1879. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  submit  the  following  report : 

With  reference  to  that  portion  of  the  subject  referred  to  them,  whioh  raiatea  to 
the  transfer  of  the  rights  of  the  Government  on  Bickell's  Bridge,  Your  Committee 
has  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  : 

By  An  Act  passed  by  the  Parliament  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada,  in  the 
Session  held  in  the'29th  and  30th  years  of  Her  Majesty's  Beign,  chap.  108 ;  William 
John  Bickell,  of  the  City  of  Quebec,  was  authorized  to  construct  at  his  own  cost  and 
expense,  a  toll  bridge  over  the  river  St.  Charles,  opposite  the  place  called  Hare  Point, 
and  to  erect  a  toll  house  and  toll  gate  on  the  said  bridge. 

Power  was  given  to  Bickell  to  expropriate  land  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
the  abuttments  of  the  bridge  ;  and  the  oridgo  with  the  right  to  collect  the  tolls  was 
vested  in  Bickell  and  his  representatives  for  ever  ;  the  Government  reserving  to 
itself  the  right,  after  the  expiration  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  passing  of  the  Act, 
to  assume  the  possession  of  the  bridge,  on  paying  to  Bickell  or  his  representatives  ^ 
its  then  actual  value. 

Provision  was  also  made  in  the  Act,  empowering  the  Grovemment  to  take  pos- 
session of  the  bridge,  if  at  any  time  it  should  not  be  kept  in  repair  by  Bickell  or  his 
representatives,  and  should  be  declared  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  the 
District  of  Quebec  to  be  impassable  or  unsafe. 

The  bridge  was  built  by  Bickell,  abutting  on  the  south  side  of  the  Biver  on 
Hare  Point,  and  on  tiie  north  side  on  a  portion  of  the  Farm  of  Notre-Dame  des  Anges, 
upon  which  the  Government  held  a  hypothec. 

In  the  year  1871,  the  bridge  and  its  appurtenances  were  sold  at  SherifTs  sale,  on 
a  judgment  against  Bickell,  the  sale  apparently  having  been  promoted  at  the  instance 
of  Mr.  Hammond  Gowen,  who  had  furnished  some  of  the  means  for  the  construction 
of  the  bride.  The  Government  being  then  under  the  impression  that  the  mortgage 
which  they  held  on  the  Farm  of  l^otre-Dame  des  Anges  extended  to  the  bridge, 
sent  their  agent  to  attend  the  sale;  and  he  bid  up  the  bridge  to  the  extent  of  the  sum. 
of  three  thousand  two  hundred  ($3,200^  dollars,  for  which  sum  it  was  adjudged  to 
Mr.  Hammond  Gowen.  Mr.  Hammona  Gowen  being  unable  to  pay  this  amount,  it 
was  sold  on  two  or  three  occasions  at  foUe-mchere  until  finally,  in  the  year  1878,  it 
was  sold  for  the  sum  of  three  hundred  ($300)  dollars,  which  amount  was  paid  and 
the  sale  became  complete.    Mr.  Gowen  was  then;  at  the  instance  of  the  defendant 
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Bitkell,  condemned  by  contra'nie  par  corps,  to  make  good  the  difference  between  his 
own  purchase  and  the  final  sale. 

On  the  12th  July,  1878,  Mr.  Gowen  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Government  relating 
these  circumstanueR,  pointing  oat  the  position  in  which  he  had  been  placed  by  the 
Government,  first  bidding  on  the  bridgo  and  then  allowing  it  to  bo  eola  for  a  small 
sum,  and  asked  under  the  circumstances  to  bo  subrogited  to  any  and  all  the  rights 
which  the  Government  might  have  lately  had  or  might  have  pretended  to  have  on 
the  bridge. 

On  the  3l8t  July,  1878,  an  Ordor  in  Council  was  passed,  reciting  that  the  Govern- 
ment had  no  intention  of  enforcing  any  claim  on  the  bridge  in  question ;  inasmuch 
as,  by  the  opinion  given  by  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown,  it  has  no  such  right,  and 
ifithad,  its  prosecution  would  bo  more  onerous  than  profitable;  it  was  therefore 
recommend  that  Mr.  Gowen  should  be  subrogated  to  all  the  rights  and  preteutioM 
which  might  belong  to  the  Gt)vernment  of  this  Province,  in  reference  to  the  bridge, 
by  whatever  title  it  may  bo,  without  however  any  guarantee  whatever  on  the  part 
of  the  Government. 

Accordingly  by  deed  passed  before  Ph»lippo  Iluot,  Notary,  on  the  14th  August. 
1878,  the  Honorable  FranQois  Langolier,  in  his  quality  of  Commissioner  of  Crown 
Lands  and  acting  in  virtue  of  the  Order  in  Council  above  mentioned,  transferred  to 
the  said  Hammond  Gowen  "  all  tho  rights,  pretentions,  privileges  and  claims 
"  generally  whatsoever  which  the  Government  of  this  Province  has  or  might  p^^ 
"  tend  to  have,  by  whatever  title  it  may  be,  on  the  Bickeirs  bridge  builton  the  River 
•*  St.  Charles  between  Ilaro  Point  and  tho  Farm  of  Notre -Dame  des  Anges.  " 

Your  Committe  is  of  opinion  that  the  Government  of  this  Province  Had  no  hypo- 
thecary or  proprietary  rights  whatever  on  tho  said  Bickeirs  bridge,  except 
those  they  may  nave  under  the  Statute  which  were  not  affected  by  the  transaction 
in  question ;  and  the  circumstances  of  tho  case  quite  justified  them  in  making  the 
transfer  to  Mr.  Gowen  above  referred  to. 

The  Committee  desire  to  mention  that  if  the  usual  practice  of  obtaining  from 
the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown  a  written  opinion  respecting  the  Government  claims 
on  the  bridge  had  been  followed,  and  if  Hie  terms  of  the  transfer  to  Mr.  Gowen  had 
been  more  explicit  than  they  are,  the  difficulty  which  has  arisen  respecting  this 
matter  might  probably  have  been  avoided. 

In  regard  to  the  Eccond  matter  referred  to  this  Committee,  they  find  : 

That  the  Property  known  as  the  Notre-Dame  des  Anges  Farm,  contAining  184 
arpents,  french  measure,  was  granted  by  letters  patent  to  Charles  Smith,  on  tbe 
2^ih  J in^OilS'ZSy  a  rente  constitute  for  the  principal  sum  of  eight  thousand  eigbt 
hundred  dollars  ($8,800),  with  an  annual  rent  of  four  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($410) 
being  at  five  per  cent. 

That  on  the  2nd  October,  1854,  the  neigTiiorial  rights  existing  on  the  saidFurm 
wore  commuted  in  consideration  of  tho  8um  of  $861.66  remaining  on  the  property 
a  const itut  at  eix  per  cent,  the  payment  of  which  was  secured  on  said  property,  iQ 
cither  case  the  capital  not  being  exigible. 

That  subsequent  to  the  last  mentioned  date,  tho  said  Farm  passed  through  the 
hands  of  various  persons  a.^  proprietors ;  and  in  consequence  of  these  and  other  trans* 
actions  had  become  incumbered  for  the  paj^mont  of  different  sums  of  money  to 
different  persons. 

That  the  said  Farm  several  years  ago,  passed  into  the  hands  of  William  John 
Bickell  and  Hammond  Gowen  as  joint  owners  thereof,  there  having,  prior  thereto.. 
to  wit :  on  the  31st  October,  1872,  boon  sold  by  said  Bickell  and  his  then  co- 
proprietor,  Mrs.  Huot,  three  acres  more  or  less  of  the  said  Farm,  for  a  steel  manu- 
factory to  Jacques  Fdlix  Sincenries  and  his  associates,  for  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
and  five  dollars  ($2,005),  of  which  the  Government  received  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
and  eighty-three  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents  $483.36),  being  the  estimated  propor- 
tionate amount  in  capital  and  interest  due  on  the  portion  of  the  property  thusaold. 
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That  within  tho  la^t  twenty  years,  some  one  hundred  and  twenty  or  one  hundred 
and  thirty  small  lots  of  an  average  size  of  39  feet  front  by  78  feet  in  depth,  have 
been  conceded  at  a  constituted  rent  of  six  dollars,  the  principal  being  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  some  eighty  houses  have  been  built  on  these  lots.  The  houses  are  small, 
inhabited  by  poor  people,  and  of  small  value.  Tho  annual  returns  from  the  rents  of 
these  small  lots  have  been  veiy  limited. 

Since  Bickoll  and  Gowen  became  proprietors  of  tho  said  Farm,  they  have  boon 
in  constant  litigation  ;  and  in  1877  npartaje  division  of  the  property  was  made 
between  them.  This,  however,  did  not  have  the  effect  of  putting  an  end  to  their 
litigation  which  continued  with  all  the  bitterness  which  had  previously  charac- 
terized it.  In  the  meantime,  nothing  was  being  paid  to  the  Government,  and  the 
arrears  of  rent  under  the  two  titles  above  specified  were  constantly  accumulating  ; 
no  payment,  with  tho  exception  of  the  casual  receipt  from  tho  Steel  Company  of 
four  hundred  and  eighty -three  doliara  and  thirty -six  cents  (8483.36),  having  been 
made  since  1863. 

In  the  latter  part  or  December,  1877,  or  in  the  beginning  of  January,  1878,  an 
action  (hypothecary)  was  taken  by  the  Government  against  Gowen  and  Bickoll  for 
the  recovery  of  the  balance  or  arrears  then  supposed  to  bo  due.  This  action  was 
not  contested,  but  for  somo  unexplained  reason  was  not  proceeded  with. 

On  the  22nd  January,  1878,  Gowen,  who  at  this  time  had  become  the  adjudica- 
laireof  the  Bickoll  bridge,  and  against  whom  proceedings  were  being  taken  at  the 
foUe  enchire,  wrote  to  the  then  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands,  Hon.  P.  Garneau, 
offering  eight  thousand  dollai's  (88,000)  for  the  claim  of  tho  Government  on  tho 
Notre  Drme  des  Angcs  property.  This  offbr  was  referred  to  Mr.  P.  lluot,  agent  of 
the  Jesuits  estates,  who  on  the  25th  January  following,  reported  that  the  Govern- 
ment would  be  justified  in  accentifjg  an  oftor  from  Gowen  of  eleven  or  twelve 
thousand  dollars.  On  the  5th  February,  1878,  Gowen  wrote  ag  in  to  the  Depart- 
ment, asking  for  a  reply  to  his  offer,  as  the  person  from  whom  he  expected  to  borrow 
tl)e  amount  offered  would  not  wait.  K"o  answer  seems  to  have  been  given  Gowen, 
and  it  would  appear  from  the  evidence,  that  had  the  ofter  boon  accepted,  Gowen 
would  not  have  been  in  a  position  to  carry  it  out.  Nothing  tnrther  occurred  until 
tho  13th  February,  1870,  when  Mr.  Descheno,  advocate  of  Quebec,  who  hail  l^een 
the  attorney  of  Bickell  in  all  Imk  litigation  with  Gowen,  wrote  to  the  Hon.  P.  Lan- 
gcliLT,  then  Commissioner  of  Crown  Land^»,  offering  foirr  thoiif?and  five  hundred 
dollars,  (4,500)  for  the  claim  of  tho  Government  on  bt'half  of  his  client  Hickell. 
This  offer  of  Bickell,  like  the  former  one  of  Gowen.  wa-^  referred  to  Mr.  P.  Iluot, 
wIjo,  on  tho  llih  Febiuar}',  reported  that  it  could  not  l>o  accepted  inasmuch  as  it 
did  not  cover,  as  hesay.-a,  ojie-half  of  one  of  the  Government  claims  ;  and  farther,  that 
the  offer  of  Gowen  wm  still  open  and  that  he  Gowen.  had  since  expressed  his  will- 
ingness to  j)tiy  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  claim.  This  offer  although  ostensibly 
made  by  Mr.  Deschene  as  BickclTs  attorney,  was  re.ally  made  in  the  joint  interest  of 
Bickell  and  Gowen  ;  who,  by  means  of  tho  loan  to  be  obtained  by  Gowen,  the  pur 
chase  by  him  of  BickelTs  interest  in  the  property  and  the  settlement  of  the  claim 
of  tho  Government,  became  in  a  position  to  settle  the  litigation  pending  between 
them.  On  tho  22nd  February,  Hon.  Mr.  Laifgelier  informed  Mr.  Deschene,  that  tho 
Government  could  not  accept  his  offer  ©f  four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (4,500)  ^ 

bbt  that  without  pledging  himself  in  advance  to  accept  it,  an  offci*  often  thousand  i 

dollars  (10,000)  would  be  considered.    On  tho  20th  March,  1879,  Hon.  P.  G.  Mar-  I 

cband,  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands;  and  on  the  25th  | 

or  26th  of  April,  Hon.  Mr.  Joly  left  for  England  :  on  or  about  the  27th  or  28th  of  | 

April,  Hon.  Mr.  Langelier  came  to  the  ofiSce  of  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Gowen  whom  be  introduced  to  Hon.  Mr.  March  and.    Gowen  *  I 

represented  himself  to  the  Commissioner  as  being  desirous  that  the  offer  of  Bickell  I 

should  be  accepted.  | 

The  Commissioner  then  became  aware  that  Gowen  was  the  brother-in-law  of  Hon. 
26 
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Mr.  Joly,  bnt  he  was  not  aware  that  Gowen  had  any  personal  interest  in  the  matter, 
innsmiu-h  as  he  represented  himself  to  bo  aetingon  behalf  of  Bickell.     On  the  29ik 
April,  the  Commissioner  referred  again  the  letter  of  Mr.  Dcschdne  to  Mr.  Huot,  wilh 
special  instructions  to  report  as  to  the  amount  which  would  be  realissed  from  the 
Government  claim  if  judicial  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  actual  proprietors 
of  the  land ;  aa  to  the  means,  if  any,  to  obtain  payment  apart  from  seizure  of  each 
of  the  proprietors  of  the  lots  conceded  by  Bickell  &  Co. ;  and,  seeing  the  difficulti^ 
and  costs  which  would  attend  these  proccedingss,  what  amount  in  cash  he  would 
advise  the  Government  to  accept  for  the  claim  on  the  property.    On  the  same  day 
(the  29th  day  of  April,)  Mr.  Huot  reported  to  the  Commissioner  in  answer  to  hia 
questions,  in   effect,  that  if  judicial  proceedings  were  taken  against  Gowen  and 
£iokeli,  in  the  present  state  of  comniercial  depression)  the  farm  might  not  bring 
more  than  four  thonsand  five  hundred  dollars ;  that  hypothecary  suits  would  have 
to  be  taken  against  each  of  the  proprietors  of  the  lots  conceded  by  Gowon  and 
Biokell ;  that  if  the  Government  were  desirous  of  realizing  at  once  on  the  elaim, 
and  were  not  disposed  to  wait  for  bettor  times,  it  would  perhaps  be  better  to  accept 
Sickeirs  offer,  to  avoid  the  difficulties  and  costs  of  judicial  proceedings  i  but  that 
Bickeirs  offer  should  not  be  accepted  until  Growen  had  been  informed  of  it,  as  he 
had  offered  eight  thousand  dollars  (8,000)  for  the  claim,  which  offer,  it  is  said,  had 
been  withdrawn.    The  withdrawal  of  this  offer  which  had  previously  been  verballj 
made,  was  then,  on  the  1st  May,  1879,  put  in  writing  by  Gowen  iat  the  suggestion 
^f  the  Commissioner. 

At  about  this  time  the  Commissioner  informed  Gowen,  that  if  BickelUs  offer 
was  increased  to  five  thousand  dollam  ($5,000,)  he  would  accept  it.  The  oflbr  was 
increased  to  five  thonsand  dollars  (5,000,)  by  Gowen  acting  as  the  Commissioner 
supposed,  for  Bickell ;  and  on  the  1st  May,  the  bargain  was  virtually  closed,  and  the 
Commissioner  gave  instrctions  that  a  report  for  an  Order  in  Council  should  be  pre- 
pared for  a  complete  discharge  of  the  Government  claim  on  the  Notre  Dame  des 
Anges  farm,  in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  five  thousand  dollars  (6,000)  cash. 
Shortly  after  thip,  the  Commissioner,  discovering  that  Gowen  had  a  personal  in- 
terest in  the  transaction,  and  knowing  that  he  was  the  brother  in-law  of  the  Premier, 
and  desiring  for  that  reason  to  take  what  he  considered  exceptional  precautions, 
informed  Gowen  that  a  valuation  must  be  made  of  the  property.  The  names  sug- 
gested by  Gowen  as  valuators,  were  Daniel  McGie,  Esquire,  and  William  Bignell, 
Esquire,  N.P.,  who  were  accepted  by  the  Commissioner  as  competent  and  reliable 
men.  They  on  the  6th  May,  signed  and  handed  to  the  Commissioners,  a  report  in 
which  they  stated  that  they  had  been  well  acquainted  with  the  Notre  Dame  des 
Anges  farm  for  the  past  twenty  yeara ;  that  its  value  at  that  time  was  about  four 
thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  and  that  it  was  worth  no  more  then,  and  that  they  did  not 
believe  that  it  would  increase  in  value  for  many  years  to  9ome. 

On  the  7th  May,  an  Order  in  Council  was  passed  reciting  the  facte, ;  ad  authoriz- 
ing the  Commissioner  to  execute  a  complete  acquittance  and  discharge  of  the 
Government  claim  with  subrogation  to  Bickell  or  his  representatives  in  consider- 
ation of  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  (5,000)  cash.  On  the  10th  May,  the  assist- 
ant-Commissioner wrote  to  Mr.  Deschene,  informing  him  of  this  order  in  Council. 
On  the  12th  May,  in  the  absence  of  the  Commissioner  who  was  not  in  Quebec,  the 
Asssistant-Commissioner  was  called  upon  to  execato  a  transfer  of  the  Government 
claim  to  Miss  Hermino  Bowen,  which  he  refused  to  do  inasmuch  as  it  was  not  in 
accordance  with  the  order  in  Council,  which  provided  for  a  quittance  subrogatoire 
in  favour  of  Bickell ;  and  accordingly  it  was  notjcomplcted  that  day,  the  Assistant- 
Commissioner  desiring  to  await  the  return  of  the  Commissioner  before  signing  it. 

On  the  15th  May,  the  Assistant-Commissioner  was  again  called  upon  to  sign 
the  transfer  to  Miss  Bowen.  The  Commissioner  being  still  absent,  and  the  Assistant- 
Commissioner  not  wishing  to  take  the  responsibility  of  completing* the  Acte  sent  for 
lion.  Mr.  Langclier,  who  having  made  some  slight  additions  to  the  ActCj  it  was 
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duly  signed,  and  the  Grovernment  thereby  transferred  and  Assigned  their  claim 
to  Miss  Bowen.  On  the  same  day,  the  15th  May,  Biclcoli  sold  his  share  in 
Baid  farm  to  Growen,  for  the  nominal  consideration  of  five  thousand  dollars  (5,000,) 
but  in  reality  receiving  only  four  thousand  tivo  hundred  dollars  ($4,500)  dollars 
and  subrogated  Gowen  in  his  rights  to  the  purchase  of  the  Government  olaims. 
Gowen  likewise  on  the  15th  May  executed  an  obligation  in  favor  of  Miss  Bowen  for 
($9,600),  nine  thousand  six  hundred  dollars,  the  payment  of  which  was  reserved  by 
hypothec  on  the  said  faim. 

Your  Committee  after  examining  a  large  number  of  witnesses,  and  after  giving 
this  branch  of  the  case  submitted  to  them  the  most  earnest  consideration,  beg  to 
report  the  following  facts  as  satisfactorily  established :  lo.  That  on  the  Ist  of  May, 
1879,  when  the  discharge  of  the  Govern  nent  claim  on  the  Notre  Dame  des  Anges 
farm  was  virtually  concluded,  such  calms  consisted  of  the  following  sums: 
1st.  Eight  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  (8,800)  being  the  principal  of  tha^  rent 
created  by  the  Letters  Patent  of  date  the  24th  June,  1828;  2ndly.  Eight  hundred 
and  sixty  one  dollars  and  sixty -six  cents  (861.66)  being  the  amount  for  which  the 
seigniorial  tenure  on  the  saia  farm  was  commuted  on  the  7th  October  1854 ; 
and,  3rd]y.  Five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  sixteen  cents 
($5,866.16)  being  the  balance  ot  the  arrears  of  rent  due  on  the  said  two  principal 
sums  for  the  past  twenty-three  years,  (there  having  been  paid  on  account  during 
that  period  tne  sum  of  five  thousand  four  hunored  ana  forty-two  dollars  and 
seventy -one  cents  ($5,442.71),  making  a  total  of  fifteen  thousand  five  hundred  and 
twentv-seven  dollars  and  eighty -two  cents  ($15,527.82)  ;  of  these  amounts,  the  two 
first,  being  the  capital  of  constituted  rents,  were  not  exigible,  and  were  proved, 
assuming  the  security  to  be  good,  to  be  worth  the  full  amount,  less  a  discount  of 
about  one  third,  and  of  the  last  mentioned  amount  of  five  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-six  dollars  and  sixteen  cents  (5,866.16) ;  the  Grovernment  had  only  a  prior 
hypothecary  claim  for  five  years  namely:  for  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty 
£ve  dollars  ($2,455)  as  regards  subsequent  hypothecary  creditors. 

2o.  That  nothing  had  been  paid  on  account  of  these  rents  since  the  yeap  1863, 
except  a  payment  made  on  the  30th  October,  1871,  when  a  portion  of  the  land  was 
sold  as  aforesaid,  and  that  some  thirty  acres  of  the  land  subject  to  the  payment  of 
said  claim  had  been  conceded  in  small  lots,  rendering  the  collection  of  anything 
iVom  that  portion  at  least,  difficult  and  expensive. 

3o.  That  considerable  difference  of  opinion  exists  among  competent  persons  as 
to  the  value  of  the  property  in  question;  out  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it 
offered  a  tolerably  safe  security  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  Government  claim  ; 
And  they  are  principally  led  to  this  conclusion  by  the  fact,  that  at  the  time  the 
transaction  in  question  was  agreed  upon,  a  loan  for  nine  thousand  six  hundred 
dollars  (9,600)  had  been  negotiated,  secured  upon  the  said  property  and  which 
had  been  assented  to  by  persons  of  business  capacity;  the  fact  however  at  the  time 
being  unkdown  to  the  Commissioner  and  other  members  of  the  Government. 

4o.  That  the  valuation  made  of  said  property  by  Messrs.  McGie  and  Bignell 
had  little  value ;  inasmuch  as  the  former,  never  having  seen  the  property,  and  being 
unaware  of  its  extent,  was  incompetent  to  judge  of  its  value  ;  and  the  wife  of  the 
latter  having  a  hypothec  on  the  property  subsequent  to  tlie  claim  of  the  Govern- 
ment, he  was  interested  that  it  should  bo  reduced  in  amount.  The  Commisdioner, 
without  doubt  having  been  informed  of  the  business  capacity  and  position  of  the 
va!iiatorj»,  acted  on  it  under  the  supposition  that  it  had  been  properly  made. 

5o.  That  from  the  evidence  it  would  appear  that  the  claim  of  the  Government 
would  not  probably  have  yielded  more  than  live  thousand  dollars  (5,000)  if  judicial 
proceedings  had  been  resorted  to,  to  enforce  payment  at  that  time. 

6o.  That. the  action  of  the  Government   in   closing  the  transaction  was  pro- 
,  cipitated  by  the  persistent  efforts  made  by  those  more  immediately  interested  in 
'   it;  whose  social  position  and  characted  were  such  as  to  fncilitate  them  in  mis- 
leading the  Commissioner  as  to  the  value  of  the  claim,

2o.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  Government  is  chargeable  with 
error  of  judgment  under  the  circumstances  in  this  respect ;  that  a  more  ad  rantagcoas 
arrangement  in  the  interest  of  the  Province  might  have  been  made  if  instead  of 
entering  into  the  transaction  in  question,  they  had  waited  for  the  collection  of  their 
debt,  until  more  prosperous  timed  had  given  an  additional  value  to  their  security. 
Sat  at  the  same  time,  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their  conviction,  that  the 
government  acted  in  good  faith,  believing  that  it  was  better  to  obtain  a  ca^b  pay- 
ment in  settlement  of  a  claim  which  had  been  for  many  years  unproductive. 

3o.  That  the  Government  should  be  relieved  from  all  blame  concerning  the 
transaction,  except  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  set  forth  in  the  foregoing 
paragraph.
